PRESIDENT SCHURMAN ARRIVES, 


The Returned Philippine Ccommis- 

sioner Discusses Oriental Topics. 

{ASSGCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN F'RANCISCO, Aug. 14.—The 
steamer China from Yokohama, via 
Honolulu arrived tonight. Among the 
passengers is President J..G. Schurman 
of the Philippine Isiand Commission 
and president of Cornell University. 
Mrs. Schurman accompanied him and 
the party includes Mrs. George Mun- 
son, who is Mrs. Schurman’s mother, 
and Miss E. Bush. | 

The etiquette of officialdom seals Dr. 
Schurman’s lips and, until he has seen 
and reported to President McKinley, 
he positively declines to say anything 
about the work of the commission, to 
discuss the policy of expansion, in re- 
ation to the conduct of the war, or 
anything in regard to the Philippines. 

President Schurman left May 15 on 
the. Bennington for Hongkong, the 
Bennington having been placed at his 
service by Capt. Barker in order to 
enable him to catch the steamer Rohilo 
for Japan. He landed at Kobi and 
went by rail to Yokohama. He was 
there at the time the Emperor issued 
his rescript announcing the treaties 
with the foreign nations which marked 
the admission of Japan into the full 
fellowship .of civilized nations by 
abolishing extra-territorial jurisdiction 
and consular courts. 

This event, Dr. Schurman says, has 
created a profound impression. Col.

TOWN OF BICAM OCCUPIED. 


Rebels Dispersed to the Mountains, 
Missionary and Two Sisters of 
Charity Tzken Along—Americans 
Safe from Molestation. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
GUAYMAS (Mex.,) Aug. 14. — [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Mllitary operations 


| in the Yaqui Valley culminated on Fri- 


day, the 1lth inst., in a series of sharp 
engagements and the final rout and 
dispersion of the Indians. The Yaquis 
in rebellion had left the other towns 
along the river and concentrated their 
force at Bicam, on the south bank, 
August 1 Gen, Torres began offensive . 
operations. He found a strong body of 
Indians in the woods at Sehuita, be- 
tween Torin and Bicam, who offered 


strong resistance. After a sharp en- 


gagement, the Indians fled, leaving 
thirty dead on the field. The Mexican 
loss was ten killed and twenty-two 


wounded, 

Gen. Torres returned to Torin for the 
night, and at 4:30 a.m. of the 11th inst. 
he began the march to Bicam. An hour 
later he encountered the Indians again 
in the woods of Sehuita in a strong 
position, and attacked them. The troops 
dislodged the Yaquis and killed four. 
Four men of the Twelfth Battalion and 
one man of the National Guard were 
wounded. 

Following the enemy closely, Gen, 
Torres found another force of Indians 
entrenched behind the bank of the ir- 
rigation canal, where the road crosses. 
After half an hour of fighting, the Ya- 


quis were driven from this. position 
with a loss of six killed. One Mexican 
sergeant and three soldiers were 


wounded. 

The Mexican forces here divided into 
two columns, one led by Gen. Torres 
and the other by Col. Peinado. Col, 
Peinado’s column, consisting of the 
National Guard and the regulars of the 
Eleventh Pattalion, attacked the en- 
emy, holding the principal stronghold 
at the church, which was fortified with 
palisades and earthworks, and _ the 
other column attacked at the same time 


in another quarter. Three hours of 
hard fighting, in which the firing was 
very heavy, ensued, and the Yaquis 
were finally routed. Their loss was 


heavy, but the number of Killed is not 
stated. The Mexican loss was one killed 
and several wounded, among the latter 
being Capts. Aportelo and Pinal of the 
Eleventh Battalion. 

In this series of combats the Yaquis 
were dispersed to the woods and moun- 
tains, and lost their stronghold in the 
town of Bicam, which was occupied by 
Gen. Torres at 11 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing. The Indians, who fled from the 
Pueblo, took with them Father Bel- 
tran, the missionary, and two Sisters 
of Charity, whom they were holding 
as prisoners. 

The Yaquis are now scattered in 
small parties, and it is not likely that 
they will concentrate again. The rest 
of the campaign probably will consist 
of hunting out the renegades from their 
hiding places.

BIG RAILWAY PROJECT. 


Canadian Government Aids a New 
Transcontinental System. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—A especial to the 
Tribune from Montreal says: ‘‘The amounts 
voted at the session of Parliament which has 
just closed in aid of railway projects ag- 
Bregated over $6,600,000. Not for fifteen years 
has there been so great a sum voted for 
euch a purpose. The bulk of the money goes 
to roads that form links of a new trans- 
continenta! line, in opposition to the Cana- 
dian Pacific. These roads are under sepa- 
rate management, and there are still large 
gaps between them, but it is apparent that 
the various interests have on understanding, 
and are working toward a common end. pnd 
the subsidies show that the government is 
in the scheme. 

“The plan calls for a line from Quebec to 
Port Simpson on the Pacific, connecting vari- 
ous roads, existing or projected, nearly all 
of which are largely subsidized by the gov 
ernment. The Yellowhead Pass through the 
Rocky Mountains will be used, and the 
abandoned route of the Canadian Pacific to 
Port Simon, passing through the upper val- 
ley of the Fraser and the rich Cariboo 
mineral country. 

“Thus the new system will extend across 
the continent from tidewater to tidewater, 
and will be composed cf sections of the 
Great Northern, the Canadian Atlantic, the 
Ontario an@ Rainy River road, and the Ca- 
nadian Northern, with the great Jokes us 
connecting’ Hinks. It will be essentially a 
freight line, and will depend in, the: main on 
the local traffic which, it will develop along 
the line. It will follow closely the route 
laid out for the Canadian Pacific when it 
was intended to buiid it as a public work. It 
will run through ‘a mucéh more fertile coun- 
try than that traversed: by the present line 
of the Canadian Pacific, but the mileage 
will be so much greater that it can hardly 
hope to be a competitor for passenger trat- 
fic. Quebee wili be the eastern terminus in 
summer, and in winter the new, bridge across 
the St. Lawrence at Quebee will afford ac- 
cees to the government railway, the Interna- 
tional, which runs to Halifax, and St. Johns.”

SENSATION IN COURT. 


WAS NOT CAUSED; BY ANY AT- 
TACK ON MERCIER. 


Shooting of Labori Prevents the Ex- 
pected Cross-examination and 
Greatly Excites the Gallic 
' Newspaper Men. 


Casimir-Perier Protests Agninst the 
General’s Assertions—Billot Talks

RENNES, Aug. 14.—[Assoclated Press 
Copyright, 1899. By Atlantic Cable.] 
The drama at Rennes grows tragical., 
That long-becalmed town is being 
stirred into a more violent passion than 
Paris. The Parisians are laborious. 
The Bretons are silent, und possessed 
by their belief or idea, whatever it 
may be. 

This morning at 6 o’clock a well-nigh 
successful attempt was made to kill 
M. Labori, who defended Zola last 
year, and who came here to defend 
Dreyfus with M. Demange. The would- 
be assassin was evidently a crank, and 
looked like a workingman. His weapon 
Was a revolver, and the theater of the 
crime the Quai Richemont. It Wwas 
while Labori was going to the court 
with Col. Picquart and his cousin, M. 
Gast. 

When Mme. Labori came up, she 
was sent to fetch a doctor and, not 
knowing the town, she lost a good deal 
of time. At last she thought of going 


to the court and asking there for a} 


military surgeon. Drs. Vidal and Re- 
clus were at hand, and at once accom- 
panied her. They had the presence of 
mind to send gendarmes to the bar- 
racks for ambulances with a stretcher 
and bearers. 

With deep ‘thankfulness, they found 
that M. Labori could move his limbs 
at will. The spine, therefore, was not 
injured. The ball hed entered at the: 
sixth vertibrae behind the thorax. It 
thight be imbedded in the muscle of 
the back or have penetrated deeper, 
injuring the lungs. However, the thing

But why go further into details? 
The lesson from the event was fore- 
shadowed in my cable last evening. 
The two opposite forces are in line of 
battle. Fanaticism has been appealed 
to, and heard the call. Col. Picquart 
describes the would-be murderer as a 
swarthy and thick-set man, resolute 
and intelligent-looking. He thinks the 
man might be a southerner. He must 
have known the country around 
Rennes. A small field separated the 
road and lane, surrounding which was 
a thicket. The gendarmes that Pic- 
quart met joined the pursuit, but fleet 
running and knowledge of the locality

cape. 

M. Labori is young, fair, handsome 
and full of lusty life and high spirits. 
His talents as a speaker are not of the 
highest, but no other member of the 
Paris bar knows better how to use 
law to defeat its object. He can drive 
a motor car through the code. Until 
he pleaded for Zola, his luck was un- 
interrupted. Then he had an attack 
of typhoid fever, which greatly weak- 
ened him and forced him to neglect 
business. The Zola affair was a great 
advertisement, but it brought him no 
direct profit and created for him endless 
enemies. He refused the handsome 
fee the novelist offered, nor does he 
accept pecuniary reward from Drey- 
fus. . 

Labori is proud of his wife’s beauty. 
She is equally proud of his good looks 
and talents, and loses no opportunity 
to hear him plead. She is an Austra- 
lian, recently a pianiste, her musical 
education being obtained in Engtand. 
Mme: Labori had attended all the pub- 
lic sittings of the Rennes court-martial. 
Her beauty is beyond dispute. She is 
a striking blonde, and, though her 
path has not been always strewn with 
roses, she expresses the joy of life in 
splendid health and a satisfied heart. 
Labori has always been unconvén- 
tional, largely because he is the son 
of simple, useful folk. His father is 
an Alsatian and a station-master at 
Chalons. He is in the secret of the 
steps to be taken in regard to every 
transport of troops, were France at- 
tacked from Germany. He and his 
wife were staying at Labori’s Paris 
home when the crime was committed. 
Mme. Labori telegraphed for them 
to come at once, and they are now here. 

Labori, not long convalescent from 
typhoid, is in a bad state to receive 
a ball entering the thorax through the 
back. He is now in a high fever, and 
there may be dangerous complications 
later. 

In the courtroom the president of the 
Association of Legal Journals, M. Jau- 
nay, well known as the organizer of 
the International Press Congress, 
jumped upon a table and exclaimed: 
“M. Labori has been fired at and 
wounded.”’ 

The announcement caused a deep 
hush. Solemn silence reigned for per- 
haps three or four minutes. Possibly 
it was the silence of stupor, for all 
seemed stunned. At length the Na- 
tionalists and Dreyfusites declared 
their horror of the crime and their 
sympathy with the victim. 

The sitting was adjourned for a short 
time this mornig to enable M. Dem- 
ange to inquire, after Labori’s condi- 
tion. During the proceedings, pending 
the inquiry, the ladies grew excited and 
communicated thelr nervousness to the 
gentlemen. As a. precaution against 
canes and parasols being used in a 
faction fight, a gendarme was sent 
around to take them into his care. This 
led to masculine protests and much 
feminine cackle, but the gendarme in- 
sisted. The court then entered. 

Col. Jouaust, the president of the tri- 
bunal, alluding to some manifestation 
of opinion last Saturday in the press 
tribune, threatened to clear it if fur- 
ther approval or disapproval of any 
witness was expressed there. He then. 
ordered the confrontation of M. Casi- 
mir-Perier and Gen. Mercier. Thege 
witnesses were more a cat and dog than 
before. Casimir-Periler seemed so like 
one of those fussy mongrels that one 
sees sitting-on carts. He seems to think 
he runs the whole concern. 

Casimir-Perier spoke of himself only 
—of what he did and said when Presi- 
dent. He often snubbed Mercier ver- 
bally, and by almost turning his back 
upon him. He had little to say of the 
Dreyfus affair. Gen. Mercier paid him 
back in seratches that almost drew 
blood,

THE DAY IN COURT. 


Plenty of Sensations, Though not 
What Was Expected. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
RENNES (France,) Aug. 14.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The shooting of M. 
Labori, leading counsel for Dreyfus, 
robbed the morning session of the 
Dreyfus court-martial of its paramount 
interest. The murderer, epparently 
cho8e today for the attempt, because 
it was anticipated that M. Labori 
would crush Gen. Mercier, the former 
Minister of War, with his cross-ques- 
tioning. The news of the shooting of 
M. Labori caused an immense sensa- 
tion in the courtroom where the usual 
audience had assembled, awaiting the 

coming of the judges. 

M. Labori’s absence had just been 
announced, when suddenly, M. Jaunay, 
syndic of the judiciary press, rushed 
into the court and shouted: ‘“‘M. La- 
bori has. been shot!” All present gave 
a gasp of horror and surprise, and ev- 


ley of questions was hurled at. M. 
Jaunay by a number of his hearers, 
Those who remained excitedly dis- 
cugsed the crime, and vigorously de- | 
nounced the authors. 

Col. Jouaust, president of the court. 
when the news reached him, suspended 
court until 7:15 o’clock. It ppears 
that Mme. Labori herself broke the 
news to the court and 
Jaunay of the crime, having rushed 
from her husband’s..side crying for a 
doctor and shouting that her husbend 
had been shot. 

When the court-martial was re- 
sumed, Gen. Mercier was confronted 
with M.. Casimir-Perier, the former 
President of France. The latter de- 
clared that M. Mercier’s story, told on 
the witness-stand Saturday, of the 
imminence of war with Germany in 
1884 was grossly exaggerated, and com- 
plained of the action of the then Min- 
ister of War (Mercier) in moving 60,- 
000 troops to the frontier without con- 
sulting him. 

As it was M. Labori’s task to take 
Gen.. Mercier in hand, and M. Demange, 
associate counsel, was quite unpre- 
pared for the task, the few questions 
the latter put were practically of little 
effect, and Gen. Mercier escaped 
cheaply. Moreover, M. Demange was 
deeply affected by the attempt to 
asgassinate his colleague, and was 
quite unable to do himself justice. 

M. Demange, when court. reassem- 
bled at. 7:20 a.m., announced _ that 
though his colleague’s wound was.not 
so serious as at first supposed, it 
would be impossible for the latter to 
participate in the proceedings. When 
Gen. Mercier was recalled, in reply to 
the president of the court, he reiterated 
his belief that Maj. Count Esterhazy, 
in spite of the latter’s own declaration, } 
was not the author of the bordéreau, 
which the witness claimed was written 
on tracing paper and was found in an 
embassy. 

The President of the court asked M. 
Casimir-Perier to explain the circum- 
stances of the confession Dreyfus is 
alleged to have made to Capt. Le 
Brun Renault. M. Casimir-Perier per- 


he had never received any confidences 
of this character from Capt. Le Brun 
Renault. He added that M. Dupuy, 
the then Premier, was present when 
Capt. Le Brun Renault called at the 
Elysée Palace. 

“Moreover,” said M. Casimir-Perier, 
‘ther is a letter from M. Dupuy, which I 
ask may be read.” : 

The letter asserted that Capt. Le 
Brun Renault, when questioned by M. 
Dupuy, replied that Gen. Mercier had 
sent him to the President to receive 
a dressing-down for his indiscreet dis- 
closures to the Figaro. 

Gen. Mercier here interposed, saying: 
“Capt. Le Brun Renault spoke to me 
in regard to the confessions in the 
presence of Gen. Gonse, who will testify 
thereto. It was then that I ordered 
him to go to the President of the re- 
public.” 

Referring to Gen. Mercier’s - decla- 
ration, Saturday last, on the witness 
stand, M. Casimir-Perier said: 

“Gen. Mercier has no right whatever 
to intervene in a diplomatic conversa- 
tion. I would have prevented such 
interference, It was I alone who con- 
ferred with the Minister, and I -leclare 
the impression I derived from the con- 
versation was one of complete céim, 
otherwise the incident would not have 
been closed by the framing of a note. 

“We had no telegram from Berlin 
that evening. It was not in regard to 
a note. The Minister referred to Ber- 
lin. If there had been any news in 
regard to the matter on the evening 
of the 6th, we would not have waited 
until the 8th to publish the matter. 
here was no dispatch addressed to the 
friendly powers relative to the incident. 
The incident has been magnified. Be- 
sides. in the event of diplomatic com- 
plications, the President would have 
communicated with the Minister of 
Forel Affairs.” 

Gen Mercier replied that he went to 
the Elysée Palace as Minister for War. 
He recalled that Gen. de Boisdeffre 
could testify in regard to the orders 
received. 

M. Demange seized upon this declara- 
tion. and insisted that Gen. Mercier 
repeat the statement that he had given 


6th relative to mobilization. 

M. Casimir-Perier resumed his testi- 
mny, and said he did not reply to cer- 
tain of Gen. Mercier’s insinuations, 

“T do not wish to answer them,” said 
the former President. “The circum- 
stances are too sad-end too tragic for 
me to try to envenom the discussion. I 
am master of myself and of my con- 


science. I would only“state that Gen, 


Mercier has made every effort to mix 
me as deeply as possible in this af- 
fair. But I have remained aloof,’ I 
affirm, during the progress of the in- 
vestigation.”’ 

The former President then complained 
of the incorrect behavior of his_sub- 
ordinate toward the chief of the State. 

“As an instance,” said M. Casimir- 
Perier, “Gen. Mercier undertook to 
shorten the term of service of 60,000 
men without consulting the chief of 
State, thus lacking in the respect he 
owed to the chief of State. 

M. Casimir-Perier next protested 
against the assertions made by Gen. 
Mercier in regard to the role adopted 
by the chief of State in this affair, 
whereupon the general interjected that 
he had spoken of the attitude assumed 
by M. Casimir-Perier because he had 
sworn to tell the yhole truth. ; 

M. Demange asked Gen. Mercier if 
he had explained to the Cabinet how 
he reconciled the relations of cause 
and effect, and the patriotic emotion 
aroused by the treason which the 
communication of the secret documents 
to the court-martial. The general re- 
peated his statement of Saturday as 
his hypothesis of the situation . 

M. Demange asked M. Casimir-Pe- 
rier, if on the 6th, an understanding 
had been reached between France and 
Germany on the subject of Dreyfus. 

M. Casimir-Perier replied that before 
his interview with the Minister on the 
6th, the question of Dreyfus had never 
been raised between them and Ger- 
many. 

M. Demange asked Gen. Mercier why 
he had not included in the dossier of 
1894 the doubtful translation of the 
telegram of Agent “B” to his govern- 
ment under the date of November 2. 
In reply Gen. Mercier said not one of 
the translations of the telegram was 
communicated to the judges because 
there still existed doubts in his mind. 
M. Demange remarked that the text 
was communicated to Sandherr as ofil- 
cial, and, therefore, doubts were im- 
possible. 

M. “Demange asked that M. Paleo- 
logue of the Foreign Office be recalled 
in order to state that only a single 
version of the telegram was given him, 
as he understood Gen. Mercier’s un- 
certainty was aroused by the receipt 
of a semi-official draft of the telegram. 

At this point, Maj. Carriere, the rep- 
resentative of the government, asked 
that it be clearly shown that two ver- 
sions of the telegram were given, one 
official and one semi-official. 

M. Demange said that in communl- 
cating the official text, November 2, 
Col. Sandherr emphasized its official 
character. Counsel next asked Gen. 
Mercier why the explanations of the 


“secret dossier were not included jn the 


dossier relating to the revision. 

The general replied that he consid- 
ered these explanations were given fur 
his personal use, ard that was why he 
destroyed the dccument. At this M. 
Demange expressed a sense of aston- 
ishment, and asked Gen. Mercler if he 
did not have reasons for suppressing 
the document. The witness repudiated 
the suggestion. 

Dreyfus at this point rose from this 
seat. and asked leave to explain in re- 
gard to the assertion that he had traced 
on a card the itinerary journey of cer- 
tin of the general staff. The itinerary 
and journed, he stated, were purely 
fictitious. 

M. Casimir-Perier then said he de- 
sired to reiterate that he had never 
promised anything to Dreyfus, adding 
that it was with M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau alone that he had spoken in re- 
gard to the condemned man. There- 
fore M. Casimir-Perier reiterated his 
protests at the letters of Dreyfus re- 
ferring to negotiations.

Rousseau to intervene with M. Casi- 
mir-Perier (then President of France) 
to obtain publicity, M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau reported that the President ap- 
peared favorable to the suggestion, and 
counsel therefore thought he might 
communicate the fact to Dreyfus. M. 
Demange added that it must be remem- 
bered that Dreyfus wrote the letter 
four years after the occurrance, and 
his recollection naturally lacked pre- 
cision. M. Demange expressed regret 
at the fact that the letter had been 
published, and apologized to M. Casi- 
mir-Perier, who thanked Demange for 
— expression of regret and explang- 

on. 

Gen. Billot, former Minister of War, 
was the next witness. He was in uni- 
form, sat with crossed legs, and gave 
his evidence in a conversational man- 
ner. He said he would be 71 years old 
tomorrow. Like everybody else, he 
added, he had some knowledge of the 
Dreyfus affair before taking the War 
portfolio. While feeling deeply on the 
subject, he remained aloof from the 
matter until he returned to the Cabi- 
net. 

In the early days of his administra- 
tion, the witness continued, M. Schuer- 
er-Kestner (a former vice-president of 
the Senate asked him whether he ought 
not to investigate the Dreyfus affair. 
M. Schuerer-Kestner, the general 
pointed out, had made similar repre- 
sentations to M. de Freycinet and got 
the same reply from both, that neither 
of them were very conversant with the 
affair. Gen. Billot dwelt at length upon 
the action taken by M. Schuerer-Kest- 
ner,to whom herecommended prudence. 
M. Schuerer-Kestner finally communi- 
cated to Gen. Billot his conviction of 
the innocence of Dreyfus, but the gen- 
eral found. the evidence Insufficient, 
and asked him to investigate the mat- 
ter further. The general dealt with the 
role of Col. Picquart, who, he said, he 
holds in the highest esteem. 

‘He is intelligent,’ said Gen. Billot, 
‘and gave me valuable information 
about the organization of a neighbor- 
ing army and its artillery. This infor- 
mation showed the necessity of con- 
tinuing the reforms in our artillery 
commenced by that’ great initiator, 


Gen. Mercier. I, who am neither an en- | 


gineer nor an expert in handwriting,” 
added Gen. Billot, “saw in that direc- 


tion the grand work he had accom- 
plished.” 
After this Gen. Billot referred to 


Col. Picquart’s proposition to -entrap 
Esterhazy whom he suspected, but 
Gen. Billot forbade this. He added 
that Col. Picquart’s action was with- 
out authorization. | 

Gen, Billot referred to the eminent 
services Col. Picquart rendered to the 
army leading to his being entrusted 
with a confidential mission to the east, 
and afterward to Tunis. He emphati- 
cally protested against the allegation 
that he had desired to send Col. Pic- 
quart to a place from which he would 
never return. He explained his devo- 
tion to the country and army, and 
anxiety respecting the secrets of the 
national defense often entailed excep- 
tional measures, like resignation and 
going to distant points, whence it was 
possible to return with a superior rank, 
and where heroism certainly wiped out 
everything except treason. [Sensa- 
tion,] 

After justifying his course toward 
Col. Picquart, Gen. Billot explained 
what he had done in connection with 
Esterhazy. He then renewed his pro- 
tests against the attack the defenders 
of Dreyfus made upon him during the 
trial of M. Zola, and concluded by ex- 
pressing a regret that while in power 
he was obliged to devote most of his 
time to the Dreyfus affair, which time, 
he added, ought to have been given 
to the guardianship of the national de- 
fense. 

M. Demange invited Gen. Billot to 
explain thes tatements of . Bar- 
thou and Poincare; former Ministers, 
that the general was once so doubtful 
of the guilt of Dreyfus that he did 
not sleep for several nights. Gen. Bil- 
lot acknowledged the statements were 
true. > 

Answering questions of counse!, the 
general said Col. Picquart’s revelations 
produced doubts in his mind, but, he 


added, all the same his conviction of 


| the guilt of Dreyfus remained un- 


changed. 

There was a great sensation when 
M. Demange mentioned the opinion ex- 
pressed by M. Barthou, that Gen. Bil- 
lot had been forewarned in regard to 
the forgery of Lieut.-Col. Henry. The 
general acknowledged that the Henry 
forgery was among the factors arous- 
ing his doubts. Continuing, Gen. Billiot 
said he was immensely surprised and 
deeply affected by the revelation of 
the forgery. He said: “I never could 
have believed a superior officer could 
be guilty of forgery.”’ 

Gen. Cavaignac, former Minister of 
War, was the next witness called. Re- 
plying to the president of the court, 
he said he was the first Cabinet Min- 
ister to assume responsibility to Drey- 
fus. He had closely followed the in- 
quiry of the Court of Cassation, and 
still he desired to associate himself 
with the responsibility of those in 1894, 
who protected the honor of the army 
against treason. [Sensation.] 

Continuing, the witness said that 
among the principal points upon which 
he based his convictions was the von- 
fession to Capt. le Brun Renault, in 
support of which contention he quoted 
a passage from an alleged letter of 
Dreyfus, but which in reality was 
part of Gen. Gonse’s report of th: 
Minister of War on Col. Paty ‘lu 
Clam’s report of the alleged confes- 
sion. | 

M. Cavaignac admitted the possibil- 
ity of mistakes in human testimony, 
and said they ought to be taken into 
account when condemning a fellow- 
man. But, he asserted, he was con- 
vinced of the guilt of Dreyfus, because 
his accusers were so entirely in 1gree- 
ment in their testimony. | 

The witness also said he found ac- 
ditional proofs of the prisoner’s guilt 
in the technical character of the »or- 
dereau, and thought the boreereau 
alone established the fact that fre 
treason had emanated from the bureau 
of the general staff and from an Offi- 
cer who was able to secure all the 
information desired. 

According to M. Cavaignac, even in 
his attempts to hide his crime, the ac- 
cused had allowed words to escape htm 


which indisputably established his 
guilt. Everything, according to the 
witness, condemned Dreyfus, and he 


claimed that, in spite of the prisoner’s 
denials, it was established that he 
had been everywhere it was necessary 
to procure the information in question. 
It was established, the witness ‘5S- 
serted, that the prisoner had copied 
plans of the proposed concentration of 
the army. Witnesses, he claimed, 
would testify in support of this as- 
sertion. 

M. Cavaignac discussed the denials 
of Dreyfus, and said his excuses »f 
lapse of memory were inadmissible. 
Dreyfus, he claimed, was aware of the 
changes -in the bridge corps belonging 
to the artillery, and also of the details 
of concentration. Why, then, the wit- 
ness asked, had he denied this knowl- 
edge. 

It was impossible, according to M. 
Cavaignac, to credit that Esterhazy 
was a traitor, even admitting the bor- 
dereau was written by him. Bsterhazy, 
he insisted, could only have acted as 
the intermediary of an accomplice. The 
inquiry. of the Court of Cassation 
proved treason was really com- 
mitted,*and he (M. Cavaignac) had not 
based his conviction of the culpability 
of Dreyfus solely on the handwriting 
of the bordereau. 

In the secret dossier,. he- said, thene 

were many elements for conviction, and 
he proposed to discuss all the allega- 
tions made by foreigners with the view 
of exculpating Dreyfus. For instance, 
he said, there would be official dementis 
(denials) which would leave plenty of 
room for the truth to escape. Besides, 
it was quite possible the accused was 
guilty of treason without having di- 
rect relations with the agents of a 
foreign government, and a certain Am- 
bassador had admitted that his mili- 
tary attaché had spied under the im- 
munity granted to diplomats. M. Ca- 
vaignac also found in the contradictory 
statements of foreign diplomatists that 
Dreyfus was well known at various 
chancellories. 
Col, Jouaust asked M. Cavaignac: 
“How do you explain the Henry forsg- 
ery?’ and the witness repeated the 
statements he had already made on 
the subject. He dwelt at length on M. 
Cuignet’s long investigation. 

Col. Jouaust then asked: “What do 
you think of the Henry forgery in re- 
lation to the facts now occupying our 
attention?” 

“The Henry forgery,” replied M. Ca- 
vaignac, “as alleged, was in order to 
secure a revision of the case by the 
Court of Cassation and was not even 
alluded to. This forgery, therefora 
should remain outside of the scope of 
the questions submitted to this court- 
martial. This is my opinion.” 

Replying to another question, M. 
Cavaignac said his statement that 
Dreyfus went to Brussels in the middle 
of 1894 rested on hearsay. 

M. Cavaignac introduced during the 
course of his evidence a memorandum,. 
written in German, asking for various 
information wanted by the embassy, 
which appears to have been unearthed 
from archives of the Bureau of Infor- 
mation of the War Office. He said he 
believed it was written by a military 
attaché, 

M. Demange asked why M. Cavaig- 
nac, who was so anxious to incriminate 
Dreyfus, had not produced this docu- 
ment in the Chamber of Deputies. The 
witness replied that he had other means 
of reaching the ends. 

Counsel for the prisoner then ques- 
tioned M. Cavaignac in regard to his 
statement that Boisdeffre was absent 
from Paris November 6, when Gen. 
Mercier declared he was there. The 
witness replied that Gen. de Boisdeffre 
was certainly absent on that date. 

Col. Jouaust remarked that this par- 
ticular would be elucidated when Gen. 
de Boisdeffre appeared. Col. Jouaust 
then told Dreyfus to rise, and asked 
him if he had any remarks to make 
upon the evidence. 

The prisoner, who, during M. Cavaig- 
nac’s arraignment af him, had seemed 
nervous and agitated, replied in a low 
voice: “I am astonished that the man 
who produced in the tribunal of the 
chamber the Henry forgery, can come 
here and base his convictions of my 
culpability on matters which the Court 
of Cassation has already disposed of.” 
[Great sensation.] 

Gen. Zurlinden, also a former Minis- 
ter of War, was the next witness. He 
began by pointing out the obligation 
resting upon those directing espionage 
to do everything possible to save those 
serving them when the latter were dis- 
covered. He then declared that he still 
regarded the bordereau as being de- 
cisive proof of the guilt of Dreyfus. 
This inquiry into the army had noth- 
ing to do with the affair. 

Gen. Zurlinden then traversed the o!d 
ground and declared that not anything, 
not even Henry’s confession, had en- 
tered to change his conviction. The 
prosecution of Dreyfus, the witness as- 
serted, was quite unforeseen, and there- 
fore the idea of machinations was un- 
tenable. The reiteration by Gen. Zur- 
linden of his firm belief that Dreyfus 
wrote the bordereau created lively ex- 
citement. 

M. Demange suggested that if Col. 
Fabre had not thought of examining 
the handwriting of the probationers, 
the bordereau would then have been 
eternally buried in the archives of the 
Ministry of War, and he remarked: 
“Tf this was the case, it must be evi- 
dent there is nothing in the bordereau 
which indicated Dreyfus.”’ 


Gen. Zurlinden, in a troubled voice 


acknowledged this fact conclusively and 
tried to explain. M. Demange, however, 
got Gen. Zurlinden to admit that. it 
was not until after the condemnation 
that the study of the bordereau.seemed 
to indicate that it was the work of a 
probationer. In reply to further ques- 
tions, Gen. Zurlinden said that in order 
to know the whole truth in regard to 
the bordereau they must have the four 
notes therein mentioned, They must 
be secu 


red. 
At this point Dreyfus interjected: “I 


associate myself with those words, my 


colonel. I also desire the truth. I only 
ask for the truth.” These statements 
caused excitement in court. 

Gen. Chamoine next testified. He 
briefly affirmed his belief in the cul- 
pability of the prisoner. 

The appearance of M. Hanotaux, the 
former Minister of Foreign Affairs, who 
followed him in the witness-box, re- 
awakened the -interest of the avudi- 
ence. M. Hanotaux declared he had 
nothing that added to his evidence 
given before the Court of Cassation. 
He said he never had cognizance, 
either as a Minister or as a private in- 
dividual, of any secret dossier. He re- 
called the circumstances, under which 
he took office, saying the Foreign port- 
folio presented grave difficulties. The 
negotiations with Great Britain and 
Belgium with regard to Africa, the war 
in Madagascar, and the state of affairs 
in China, were pointed out. He then 
related that he was made acquainted 
with the Dreyfus affair by Gen. Mer- 
cier and M. Dupuy in the presence of 
M. Guerm, and read the notes all re- 
produced by M. Paleologue, giving the 
observations he thought right to make 
to Gen. Mercier regarding the proofs 
collected against Dreyfus and the Min- 
ister of War's reply with his objec- 
tions. 

M. Hanotaux replied that he saw 
the difficulties which speedily devel- 
oped. His fears, he added, were fully 
justified, and wehn it became neces~ 
sary to publish several official notes 
in order to satisfy a foreign embassy, 
the situation was undoubtedly grave, 
and he forthwith requested Gen. Mer- 
cier to cease the prosecution of ths 
affairs under the ruling circumstances, 
but Gen. Mercier was obdurate, ana 
the affair proceeded. The former Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs denied the 
allegation that he had told M. Monod 
that he believed Dreyfus was guilty. 
He was astonished at Monod’s state- 
ment, but the latter was evidently 
hazy in his views, as he had given 
other versions of the conversation. 

M. Demonge inquired whether M. 
Hanotaux was aware of the uncertain- 
ties connected with the tronslation of 
the telegram dated November 2, 1894. 
M. Hanotaux replied that uncertainty 
was the rule in such cases. He was 
only aware of the one drawn up in 
the Foreign Office, which alone was 
communicated to the War Minister. 

The representative of the eovern- 
ment, M. Carriere, having excused M. 
Casimir-Perier, Gen. Mercier and M. 
Hanotaux from further attendance 
unless resummoned, the court rose at 
noon, and adjourned until Wednesday. 

THE POINTS REVIEWED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

RENNES, Aug. 14.—Gen. Billot’s ex- 
pressions of esteem for Col. Picquart 
and M. Scheurer-Kestner came as a 
surprise. He only raised his voice 
when he explained that he sent the col- 
onel to Tunis, owing to his meddiine 
with matters foreign to his duties, but 
he insisted in giving Col. Picquart a 
mission of danger, and at the same 
time intrusted him with a post of 
honor. 

M. Cavaignac gave his testimony in 
an oratorical manner, with marked 
intonation, and in the way he might 
have delivered a speech in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. He maintained his 
bélief in the truth of the confessions 
of Dryfusl and contended that his 
(M. Cavaignac’s) attitude throughout 
was that of a statesman. 

Dreyfus did not create a very favor- 
able impression, when, at the conclu- 
Sion of M. Cavaignac’s testimony, he 
was asked if he had anything io gay. 
The prisoner in a declamatory fash- 
ion, with his hand on his heart, said 
that the Court of Cassation had al- 
ready disposed of M. Cavaignac’s ar- 
guments. The speech of M. Cavaignac, 
however, certainly appeared to make 
an impression on his hearers. 

During the short suspension: of the 
sitting of the court, M. Jaures, the So- 
cialist leader, who was in court, re- 


marked that the arrests made in Paris | 


had for their sole object to fores : 
“St. Bartholomew massacre 
Dreyfusards,” and that the attempted 
murder of M. Labori at Rennes was 
one of the scattered acts of the proj- 
ected massacre. Dreyfus must un- 
doubtedly have been profoundly moved 
in the attack of his champion, who, 
for all he knew, might be dead or dy- 
ing, but he maintained the same im- 
movability as hitherto, and did not 
give in court the slightest indication 
of his emotions. 

The depositions of Gen. 
Chamoine and M. Hanotaux were lis- 
tened to closely, but the Session was 
utterly devoid of any exciting incident, 
the mass of testimony being directed 
against Dreyfus and the lack of 
trenchent criticism, owing to the ab- 
sence of the defense’s right arm, nat- 
urally left an impression unfavorable 
to the prisoner. Gen. Mercier was ac- 
claimed on leaving the court, and M. 
Cassimir-Perier greeted with 
cheers and counter-cheers for the 
army. The gendarmes dispersed the 
most noisy of the demonstrators, but 
there was no serious disorder. 


DEMANGE ENCOURAGED.

PARIS, Aug. 14.—Maitre Demange 
tells the Petit Bleu that the deposition 
of Gen. Mercier will greatly aid in the 
argument of the Dreyfus case, Ac- 
cording to Demange, when Capt. Drey- 
fus returned to his prison Saturday, he 
said: “How could I so far forget the 
distance separating a general and a 
captain?

THE WOUNDED LABORI. 


| His Assailant Pursued—Thought He 


Had Shot Dreyfus. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] | 

RENNES, Aug. 14, 8:30 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] The following bulletin 
has been issued: 

“Maitre Labori was shot from be- 
hind, the ball penetrating the poste- 
rior region of the thorax, on the right 
side, at the height of the fifth or sixth 
dorsal vertebra. The heavy tlood of 
blood prevents for the moment explora- 
tion of the depth of the wound. The 
undersigned doctors hope that the tall 
is lodged in the muscles enveloping the 
vertebral column. They must, however, 
maintain today full reserve respecting 
the integrity of the lung and spinal 


cord. 

The bulletin is signed by four dovtors, 
Renaud, Reichis, Brissaud and Vidal, 
and is timed at 8:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
9 o’clock this afternoon M. Lahori 
was suffering. great ajsony, and the doc- 
tors who had left tl#2 house were hur- 
riedly summoned to attend the patient. 
Col. Jouaust called after the close of 
the session of the court-martial, and 
was allowed to see M. Labori. He ex- 
pressed the deepest regret at the oc- 
currence. Gen. Mercier followed, but 
the doctors declared that M. Labori 
could not bear such an interview in his 
present state, and Gen. Mercier was 
obliged to go away without seeing him. 

M. Labori, on falling, retained pres- 
ence of mind enough to arrange his 
dark. morocco wallet, in which he car- 
ried his papers, under his head for a 
pillow until his wife arrived, when he 
half-raised himself and dropped his 
head in her lap. 

A number of laborers who were un- 
loading a barge of stones beside the 
river, heard the shouts of “Murder!” 
“Stop him!’ raised by the pursuers, 
and one of them placed himself in the 
way of the muderer, who, covering him 
with a revolver, shouted: ‘‘Let me pass! 
I have shot Dreyfus!” The man was 
so taken aback that he drew aside and 
allowed the assassin to proc The 


‘connected with the trial. 


‘murderer ran across the fields until 
he reaced the railroad. He _ crossed 
the embankment and followed the track 
until he arrived at the level crossing. 
A train was just arriving at full speed, 
and the murderer dashed across the 
line in front of the train and toward 
the woods in the direction of the vil- 
lage of Chantipeu, where he was lost 
to view. 

Col. Picquart, and his brother-in-law, 
M. Gast, who accompanied M. Labort 


on his way to the Lycée, pursued the § 
murderer for some distance, but as they ] 


were both heavy men they were ynable 
to continue the pursuit, and so returned 
to the side of the wounded man, leav- 
ing the chase of the murderer to a 
number of labérers and peasants, who 
declare they heard the murderer say, 
when crossing the marshy fields before 
feaching the railroad, “If I can’t get 
away, I will go for them.” 

Mme. Labori, wife of the murdered 
lawyer, was promptly notified of the 
crime; and rushed to her husband’s 
side. She found him with his head on 
the sidewalk and his body in the road- 
way. She threw herself by his side and 
took his head ‘tn her lap and fanned 
him with a colored paper, ~vhich she 
had evidently snatched up as she left 
the house. M. Labori was perfectly 
still, not a groan coming from his lips. 
His hand rested on the lap of his wife, 
who, by the way, is an Australian. AS 
she fanned him, she caressed him with 
her other hand, zazing lovingly on his 
upturned face. He tried to smile back 
at the tears which glistened in her 
eyes, and she, mastering her feelings, 
did everything possible to ease her 
husband’s agony. 

It. is reported that the famous law- 
yer said, as he lay wounded on the 
ground: “I may die from this, but 
Dreyfus is saved.”’ 

I"urther details regarding the shoot- 
ing show that the sky was overcast 
when M. Labori left his house, accom- 
penied by Col. Picquart and the lat- 
ter’s brother-in-law, M. Gast. M. La- 
bori was laughing and chatting with 
his companions when he was shot. The 
party was passing the Quei Richmond, 


and was about to cross the Chateau. 


Briand bridge when a man, hidden be- 

hind a wooden fence, at a corner of the 

oo” stepped out and fired at M. La- 
ori, 


He tried to rise and put his hand to 
the wound in his back, and brought the 
hand back covered with blood. Ag he 
lay there, with his clothes covered with 
dust in which he had fallen, he said in 
a faint voice: “I beg you to give me 
my stick and my papers. Go and tell 
them,” he added, with a final effort, 
“to suspend the proceedings.’” 

The shot had been heard 200 yards 
away in the Fue de la Gare, where a 
crowd had gathered as usual to witness 
the arrival of the principal personages 
The specta- 
tors ran in the direction whence. the 
shooting had occurred, followed by gen- 
darmes on horseback. The shooting 
was also heard at the St. George bar- 


‘racks, across the river, where it was 


soon known that M. Labori had been 
attacked. 

The wounded man asked to have a 
carriage called to convey him to his 

sidence, and to have Dr. . Reclus 

immoned. When the doctor arrived 
he knelt beside M. Labori, putting a 
bottle of smelling salts. to_his nostrils, 
Around these central figures Were 
grouped the spectators, all deeply af- 
fected, some, indeed, crying like chil- 
dren. At a little distance was gathered 
another group, the central figure of 
which was the Commissary of Police, 
note-book in hand, taking the testi- 
mony of the witnesses.

A cordon cf mounted gendarmes was 
drawn up as quickly as possible, about 
fifteen yards apart, and in the space 
within were the two groups already 
described. An ambulance, which had 
been summoned, arrived with four t- 
tendonts of the Military Hospital, 
bearirg an ordinary . Siretcher, on 
which were placed a blue-and-white- 
striped mattress. On this M. Labori 
was tenderly laid, and the stretcher 
was borne by friends and newspaper 
men, with Mme. Labori wolking be- 
side it. The only cry that M.’ Laborit 
gave after his first groan was when 
he was lifted to the stretcher, when 
the pain caused by the movement drew 
from him m@gen. The party »pro- 
ceeded slowly hock in the middie of 
the roadway to.M. Labori’s temporary 
residence, where he had rented a fur- 
nished house for use during the con- 
tinuence of the court-martial. It ‘is 
situated in a somewhat deserted neigh- 
borhood, the place on which it is Jo- 
wated leading into the main road run- 
nig to Rennes. Accounts of the shoot- 
ing related by eye-witnesses. differ 
considernbly, esvecially respecting the 
appearance of the would-be murderer, 
of whom this is the official descrip- 
tion: “Twenty-five to thirty years; 
flat, peaked hat; dressed like a work- 
““ingman in a blue blouse.” 
| A force of gendarmes, headed by M. 
Hennion, sub-chief of the secret po- 
lice, is scouring the country in search 
of M. Labori’s assailant, and a e-m- 
pany of infantry has been dispatched 
to surround and best the wood where- 
in the man is supposed to be hiding. 

An incredible side of the Outrage is 
| the fact, it is asserted, that several 

passers-by saw M. Labor! shot and 

passed on indifferently, neither offering 

to help the victim, nor joining in the 

pursuit of the assassin. Still more in- 

credible is the fact that an individual 

who went-to the side of M. Labori, as 

‘mle lay wounded on the ground, is soid 

have searched the pockets of the 

uffering man on the pretext of ascer- 

taining his identity, and have stolen 

the entire contents. The assailant fied 

after the shooting, holding his revolver 

in his hand with his finger on the 

trigger, and threatened several men 

who showed a disposition to block his 
‘way. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press at 10:45 o’clock this morning 
saw one of the doctors at M. Labori’s 
house, which was guarded by four 
gendarmes. The doctor said that M. 
Labori was bearing the agony he was 
suffering with marvelous fortitude, and 


added: 


“He has been put to bed, and 
is being watched by his wife. He has 
epoken, but not of himself; always 
about the trial. We have strong hopes 


that he will pull through, ond have 
sent an optimistic telegram to his fam- 
ily. It will be forty-eight hours, how- 
ever, before we can speak with cer- 
tainty of his condition... We have to 
thank the military surgeon for almost 
the first attention given to the sufferer. 
He came, on hearing the news, without 
hesitation, but a deplorable length of 
time elapsed before the ambulance ar- 
rived. M. Labori lay on the ground 
half an hour with the sky menacing a 
storm, which came within a few min- 
utes after he reached. home.” 

The’ correspondent of the Associated 
Press again called at the residence of 
M. Labori at 4:15 p.m., and was _ in- 
formed that Mme. Labori was6§ ‘still 
watching by the bedside of her hus- 
band. The patient’s condition, it was 
said, had grown worse; his— agony 
had increased, and a fever had set in. 
The doctors in attendance are very 
anxious, and fear that even if M. La- 
bori recovers his left leg will be par- 
alyzed, as he has been unable to move 
it since he was laid in bed. He is con- 
scious, and talks to his wife frequently, 
but all his remarks are about the 
court-martial. Mme. Labori is bearing 
up wonderfully, and is doing all she 
can to cheer her husband. 

It appears that M. Labori received 
only yesterday two letters threatening 
that he would be shot, but he treated 
them as he had treated others ofa 
similar nature which: he has received 
frequently for months past, with con- 
tempt. The outrage is the sole topic 
of conversation in Rennes, and abhor- 
rence of the deed is expressed by the 
friends and foes of the wounded man 
alike. The local papers are issuing 
frequent editions containing the latest 
details in regard to the affair. . 

MME. LABORI. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
tENNES, Aug. 14.—Later  particu- 

lars show that M. Labori and his wife 
left their house together, but just be- 
fcre the outrage she turned back, hav- 
ing forgotten her card of admission to 
the court. While she was gone, M. La- 
bori met Col. Picquart and M. Gast. Im- 
mediately afterward-a man shot him. 

During the interval while Col. Pic- 
quert and M. Gast were pursuing the 
murderer and before Mme. Labori ar- 
rived, M. lLabori, thinking himself 
mortally wounded, said to a bystander: 
“If I die, tell my wife my last thoughts 
were for her.” 


RENNES STIRRED UP. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
RENNES, Aug. 14.—There were sev- 

eral reports this afternoon that the as- 
Sailant of M. Labori had been cap- 
tured, but they proved to be unfounded. 
Detachments of troops and gendarmes 
are beating the woods and scouring the 
country. ‘They have been engaged in 
this work all day long without suc- 
cess. A great number of people saw 
the murderer fleeing, but he was either 
too far distant from them, or else h¢ 
succeeded in cowing them by his 
threats to use a revolver. 

A gordener nomed Delahaye got near 
enough to the man to clutch him by the 
shoulder, but the t‘ugitive shook himself 
free, and turning to his pursuer ex- |! 
claimed: “Be gone; or I will kill you. 
I still have five shots in my revolver, 
and they will be for you.” Delahaye 
being quite unarmed, recoiled and al- 
lowed the murderer to escape. 

The attempt made upon the life of M. 
Labori was evidently the result of a 
plot. A letter was sent to the Com- 
missary of Police this morning warning 
him that it wos intended to make an 
i attempt upon the life of Gen. Mercier. 
i Consequently the police and detectives 
surrounded the general and left the 
other principals in the g@rama unpro- 
tected.

DEMONSTRATIONS AT PARIS, 


Discovery cf Trensonable Corre- 
spondence—Attack on Labori., 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PARIS, Aug. 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bl.] Slight demonstrations have oc- 
curred here this evening, but there was 
no disorder. 
With reference to the report that 
the attack upon M. Labori covered an 
attempt to steal documents, it is said 


that the last anonymous letter he re- |} 


ceived contained the following: ‘‘We’re 
going to burn your box and your Drey- 
fus dossier.” 

The immediate cause of Saturday’s 
arrests was a police discovery of trea- 
sonable correspondence in France and 
Belgian, revealing an intention to calla 
great meeting of Royalists, National- 
ists and anti-Semites to plan measures 
for the overthrow of the republic. The 
idea was to create disturbances that 
would necessitate calling out the 
troops, who would have fraternized, so 
the scheme contemplated, with the 
conspirators. Then rushes were to be 
made on the Elysée Palace and the 
government offices. Finally a Minister 
of War named by the Duke of Orleans 
was to have replaced Marquis de Gal- 
lifet. 

It is impossible to verify these de- 
tails, bu tit is believed that matters 
were on -the eve of becoming serio@s, 
and that the attempt upon the life of. 
Labori was connected with the plot. 


NEW SOCIAL ORDER. 


Mayor Jones of Toledo and Others 
Launch It. 

[ASSOCIATED V’RESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

TOLEDO, Aug. 14.—The Brcetherhood Com- 
pany, inecrporated today at Columbus, has 
been organized for the purpose of placing in 
operation the greatest codperative scheme 
ever attempted in the country. Among those 
who are mentioned in the list of incorpo- 
rators are Mayor Jones of this city, and J. 
A. Johnson, a miltionaire, of the State of 
Washington. The brotherhocd proposes to 
Gistribute stock over the country in small 


amounts, the investors being fully protected 


by ccdperative life insurance. The plan in- 
cludes a great amount of educational work, 
but in connection with the actual operation 
of the coéperative plon in the way of build- 
ing citles end placing coéperative farming 
cammunitics. In every place where the 
sentiment has developed the projectors pro- 
pese building one cf these colonies, and it 
will be extended as the finances admit. The 
first of these Colonies will be establiehed on 
the shores of Lake Erie near this city, and 
it is understood thet more than half the 
money required has been pledged by people 
of Toledo. 

Along the line of education there are many 
plans for codSperative schools, which the 
projectors have not fully wrought out. The 
organization as now formed has liberal finan- 
cial backing. Moyor Jones tonight stated 
that while the brotherhood was net as wide 
as his idea cf coéperation, it would serve to 
assist in working up the sentiment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The Sec- 
retary of War this afternoon issued 
the following appeal to Governors of 
States for aid for the storm sufferers 
in Porto Rico: 

“Sir: I inclose herewith copies of two 
telegraphic dispatches received last 
evening from the Governor-General of 
Porto Rico, by which it appears that 
the devastation wrought by the recent 
hurricane in that island is even 
ereater than was at first supposed. It 
is evident that a great multitude of 
people rendered utterly destitute by 
this awful calamity must be fed and 
cared for during a considerable period 
until they can have the opportun:ty to 
rroduce food for themselves. Enor- 
mous quantities of supplies of the kind 
indicated Wy the Governor-Géneral 
must be procured. 

“The magnitude of the work to be 
accomplished leads this department to 
supplement the appeal already made 
to the Mayors of the principal cities 
of the country by a more general ap- 
peal, and I beg you to ask the people 
of your State to contribute generously 
to the relief of the people of Porto 
Rico. 

“Swift steamers have been provided 
to leave the port of New York to carry 
the supplies directly to Porto Rico as 
rapidly as they can be collected. Con- 
tributions should either in supplies 
of the character; indicated, or in 
money, in order that the supplies can 
be purchased. 

“The supplies should be sent to Col. 
F. B. Jones, Army building, foot of 
Whitehall street, New York City, in 
packages plainly marked “Porto Rican 
Relief,” and he should be consulted as 
to the time of shipment. 

“Money should be sent to the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, New 
York City, which has been designated 
as a depository for the relief fund.

AN UNSOLVED MYSTERY. 


LOCAL INTEREST IN THE WOOTTON 
CASE REVIVED. 


Rumored Discovery of the Place 
Where the Old Man’s Body Was 
Secreted—Detective Gard Tells 
How He Followed a Clew. 


Wootton mystery, 
which attracted so much _ attention 
throughout the State several years 
ago, was revived yesterday by a ru- 
mor that it had been discovered that 
Wootton was made way with in this 
county, and that the place where his 
body is secreted has been located. 

William Wootton, a rich farmer liv- 
ing near Reedley, Fresno county, Cal., 
mysteriously disappeared about Feb- 
ruary 1, 1894. Letters received from 
various points along the Southern Pa- 
cific road made it appear that he had 
gone on a long journey from which he 
never returned. These letters pur- 
ported to have been written and mailed 
by Wootton himself, but it subse- 
quently was demonstrated, almost to a 
certainty, that they were forgeries. 

Soon after Wootton’s disappearance, 
Prof. W. A. Saunders, 2 schoolteacher, 
who was a friend of the old man, filed 
for record at Fresno deeds purport- 
ing to convey to him the old man’s 
property. This created suspicion that 
Saunders knew more about the mys- 
terious disappearance of Wootton than 
he cared to tell. An examination of 
the deeds disclosed the fact that Woot- 
ton’s name was forged to them. Saun- 
ders was indicted on charges of forg- 
ery, and after one of the most memor- 
able trials in the State was found 
guilty and condemned to penal servi- 
tude. 

Saunders was also charged with the 
murder of Wootton, and there was the 
etrongest chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence against him. The one thing that 
stood in the way of his conviction, 
however, was the failure of the State 
to prove that Wootton was really 
dead. In the absence of the corpus de- 
licti this could not be proven beyond 
the peradventure of doubt. The coun- 
try around Reedley, and, in fact, far 
beyond the borders of Fresno county, 
Was scoured by skilled detectives in 
the hope of unearthing the body, but 
no trace of it ever was found. One 
theory was that it had been burned, 
and, indeed, a place was found where 
Saunders had built a brush fire, but no 
charred human bones were in the 
ashes. 

One of the strongest links of cir- 
cumstantial evidence was that Woot- 
ton’ and Saunders were seen to drive 
away from the Wootton ranch on @ 
buckboard drawn by a span of mules. 
Saunders was driving, and a farm 
hand noticed that when he got out of 
the wagon to open a gate he retained 
hold of the lines, which made it awk- 
ward for him. The farm hand won- 
dered why he did not hand the reins 
over to Wootton while he was opening

Saunders in the buckboard, but Woot- 
ton was not with him, neither was he

Detective George Gard, when ques- 
tioned last night regarding the al- 
leged discovery of the hiding place of 
the body of Wootton, stated that about 
three months ago an old prospector 
told a friend of his living up the coun- 
try that he knew where the body of 
Wootton was hidden. -He mentioned 
an abandoned ranch in the Tehachapi 
Mountsins, some distance south of 
Caliente as the place. He said the 
body was hauled in a_ buckboard, 
drawn by a span of mules, from the 
Wootton ranch near Reedley for a 
cistance of about one hundred miles 
to the lonely spot in the mountosins 
where it was alleged to have found its 
last resting place at the bottom of a 
dry well near an abandoned house. 
The well was then partly filled with 
rubbish thrown in on top of the body, 
and later the remains were sfill deeper 
buried from sight by the enving-in of 
the well. 

The man who gave this information 
to Gard’s friend also gave him a dia- 
gram of the place, on which the build- 
ings, well, ete., were carefully noted. 
He said the buckboard on which the 
body was conveyed into the mountains 
was not the same one driven by Prof. 
Saunders when Wootton was last seen 
in his company. The excuse of the old 
miner for not imparting this alleged 
knowledge of the tragedy to any one 
before was that he did not wish to get 
mixed up in the case.

REGULAR RUSH. 


PLANS FOR RENEWING THE WAR 
WITH VIGOR, 


Organization of at Least Five New 
Regiments Proposed—Gen. ‘Miles 
Would Send One to the Islands 
Every Month. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It was admitted at the War 
Department today for the first time 
that the organization of regimens for 
the Philippine service, in addition to 
the ten already authorized by the 
President, is being considered. While 
the war officials decline to talk spe- 
cifically as to the number of regiments 
contemplated, there is unmistakable 
evidence that the full 35,000 troops au- 
thorized by Congress ultimately will 
be called into service. As a matter of 
fact, preparations for organization of 
the new regiments have been in prog- 
ress for some time past, and plans 
haves been matured by which addi- 
tional forces may ‘be rapidly equipped. 

The first open step toward calling 
out more volunteers was the request 
sent to the Governors of the States 
asking for the names of two officers 
from each regiment that served in the 
war with Spain. This request was 
telegraphed last night. From the lists 
of. names thus secured, it is intended 
to elect officers for service in the Phil- 
ippines, in connection with the contem- 
plated additional volunteers. 

FIVE ADDITIONAL REGIMENTS. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Tonight finds it possibly 
Settled that five additional regiments 
will be recruited immediately for serv- 
ice in the Philippines, and the indica- 
tions are that still more men will be 
recruited after these five new ones 
have been filled. It is an error to state 
that a.call for volunteers will be issued. 
There will be no call. The government 
has today issued orders to recruiting 
officers in various States to continue 
their work until these five new regi- 
ments have been raised. 

In the Army Reorganization Bill, 
Congress authorized the President to 
raise 35,000 volunteers. Under orders 
issued some time ago, thirteen new 
regiments containing 17,017 men have 
been enlisted. This’ leaves nearly an 
equal number still authorized, so that 
if the President sees fit, he may re- 
cruit thirteen additional regiments, in- 
cluding five already decided upon. 

Gen. Miles, who has some say about 
army matters these days, insists that 
the whole number ought to be re- 
cruited, and the understanding is that 
Secretary Root regards this plan with 
some favor. Gen. Miles’s scheme is to 
raise the full number authorized. by 
law, station them wpon the Pacific 
Coast and send them to Manila as 
needed. He figures it that in the se- 
vere climate of the Philippines, about 
one regiment a month will become unfit 
for active duty through sickness and 
wounds. He would have the sick men 
sent home to recuperate and a new 
regiment a month sent from San Fran- 
cisco till the rebellion in the Philippines 
is put down. Gen. Miles figures it that’ 
this constant influx of fresh men into 
the Philippine campaigns would have 
a stimulating effect upon the fighting. 

The War Department officials are 
now in constant consultation about the 
Philippine war, and from the harmoni- 
ous work being done, it is very appar- 
ent that the campaign will open with 
a regular Yankee rush when the rainy 
season closes.

Miss 
Belle McKenzie, whose heroic death 
was the only tragedy of the fire, was 
awakened by the smoke and was the 
first to discover the flames. She called 


* others and tried to extinguish the fire. 


Then she awakened the guests and 
went in to try and save her clothing. 
When last seen she was upstairs in a 
closet. Her body was burned to a 
crisp, the bones being almost con- 
sumed. She was about 35 years of age. 
- Twelve workmen sleeping in the up- 
per part of the new building had nar- 
row escapes, some having to jump from 
high openings. Charles Honeywell of 
Sacramento, a carpenter, had his hand 
and head badly burned. J. R. Howell 
.o@ Sacramento, a painter, jumped and 
fell into a tree, which saved his life. 
His .back and feet were badly burned. 
The bath-house, a few cottages, the 
stables and outbuildings were saved, 
being far from the hotel. 

SHORTAGE OF WATER. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


RED BLUFF, Aug. 14.—The almost 
New three-story’ hotel owned by E. B. 
Walbridge at Tuscan Springs, about 
nine miles east of Red Bluff, was dis- 
covered to be on fire a little after 1 
o’clock thismorning. The flames started 
in the kitchen and spread rapidly. Soon 
the entire building was in flames. Over 
one hundred guests besides the em- 
ployés were in the house at the time. 
They escaped with only their night 
‘clothes, but few saving any personal 
effects. 

Springs is well-known 
health resort, and from April to No- 
vember is ‘usually crowded. There was 
a lack of water and appliances for 
fighting the fire and being a frame 
building, nothing could be done to save 
the hotel from destruction. The origin 
of: the fire is supposed to have been in 
a defective flue. The cook had but a 
few minutes before started a fire in the 
kitchen range. 


American Sailor May Be Tried by 
Japanese Court. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—A ques- 
tion of jurisdiction has isen in the 
case of Charles Jackson, a West Indian 
sailor on the United States transport 
Centennial, who is charged by the 
United States Consul at Nagasaki with 
murderously assaulting Quartermaster 
Herman Brevy of that vessel. Jack- 
son was brought here in irons and has 
been delivered to the United States 
authorities. 

The assault was committed on July 
21, while the Centennial was in the 
harbor of Nagasaki. Three days prior 
to that date the new treaty between 
this country and Japan went into ef- 
fect, ana it provides for the trial of 
all American offenders in Japan by 
the Japanese courts without the power 
of intervention on the part of. United 
States Consuls. The Japanese au- 
thorities refused to arrest Jackson, on 
the ground, it is said, that he might 
be a subject of Great Britain becuase 
of his nativity in the West Indies. 

No appeal was made by Jackson to 
the British Consul, because he con- 
siders himself an American citizen. 

American Consul then took the 
responsibility of sending him back to 
this country as his own prisoner. It 
is now claimed that if Jackson is an 
American the only courts that have 
jurisdiction in his case are those of 
Japan. 


JAP IMMIGRANTS SHY. 


Seventy-two Arrive at Honolulu In- 
stead of Seven Hundred. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—Advices 
from Honolulu under date of August 8 
were received tonight by the China to 
the effect that the steamer Columbia 


,came in on the 5th instant with only 


seventy-two Japanese immigrants, 
whereas she was expected to bring at 
least 700, half of them to be contract 
laborers and half to be free laborers. 
Each of those who came had $50 in 
gold. | 

It is stated that the Japanese emigra-. 
tion commissioners refused to deliver 
more than 140 contract laborers and of 
these nearly one-half failed to come up 
to the health and other requirements. 
The purser of the Columbia thinks that 
many laborers were prevented from 
sailing by those interested in the Jap- 
anese line of steamers, but the agents 
of the emigration company say the 
men who were left behind will soon 
be brought to Honolulu on the steamer 
Carmarthenshire. 

George Wade, who shot and Killed 
William Gillespie on the steamer Aus- 
tralia on May 16, pleaded guilty in the 
Circuit Court before Judge Stanley to 
murder in the second degree. That 
means that Wade will serve a term of 
not less than twenty years in Oahu jail. 
The sentence may be for life, as the 
matter is in the discretion of the court. 
The transport Newport sailed for Ma- 
nila on August 5.

NEARLY DIED OF THIRST. 


Experience of Oil Prospector on the 
“West Side.’ 
[BY DIRECT WILKE TO THE TIMES. 

FRESNO, Aug. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] County Surveyor Moxie, I. Z. 
Grainger, a real estate agent; W. D. 
Bowen and William Hill, all of this 
cily, returned late last night from a 
trip to the oil lands west of Coalinga. 
There were two others in the party, 
and they do not care to duplicate their 
experiences, 

The idea of the trip was to develop 
oil along the foothills; The party car- 
ried about five gallons of water be- 
tween them. The foothills of Mt. Diablo 
range are the hottest corner of Fresno 
county, and the water supply became 
exhausted. A supply wagon, which 
had been sent ahead, was the Jast re- 
source, and Grainger went ahead oh 
horseback to overtake the wagon, but 
nearly succumbed. He was parched 
with thirst to the point of death. His 
companions suffered to the extent of 
parched mouths and hanging tongues, 

The two successive dry seasons have 
left the wells dry on the West Side, 
but such an ordeal as was surtfered 
by this party is not Jiable to he re- 
peated. Surveyor Hoxfe seemed lit- 
tle the worse for it when seen in town 
this morning, but need of West Side 
water wells is apparent. 


MRS, BOTKIN’S CASE, 


Her Attorneys Claim California Has 
No Jurisdiction. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—Mrs. 
Cordelia Botkin, convicted of murder 
for poisoning Mrs. John P. Dunning, 
and sentenced to life imprisonment in 
the State penitentiary, has been 
granted fifteen days’ additional stay of 
execution by Judge Carroll Cook of the 
‘Superior Court. By the end of this 
month it is expected that Mrs. Botkin’s 
bill of exceptions will be settled, and 
her transcript on appeal will be ready 
for presentation to the Supreme Court. 

The appeal of Mrs. Botkin rests 
mainly on the question of jurisdiction. 
Her attorneys contend that the courts 
of California never have obtained and 
never can obtain jurisdiction over Mrs. 
Botkin, and that there is no warrant 
of law for her trial in this State. It 
is or this point principally that they 
will base their reasons for a reversal 
of the judgment pronounced in Judge 
Cook’s court. | 

At the end of fifteen days’ applica- 
tion for a writ of probable cause will 
be made by Mrs. Botkin and will fol- 
low the usual course without doubt. 
‘The effect. of this will be to allow Mrs. 
Botkin to remain in the County Jail 
until her appeal is decided by the Su- 
preme Court, a year or two hence.

BATHING BABIES. 


School Ohildren Taught This Ex- 
cellent Work. 


[Philadelphia Record:] One room of 
Public School No. 1, New York. City, 
was turned into a day nursery yester- 
day morning, when Dr. Ives, instructor 
in home nursing, gave the girls in the 
industrial department of the vacation 
school their first lesson in how to 
bathe and dress a baby. : 

The class, says the Evening Post, is 
divided into sections, and the 10-weeks- 
old youngster, whose toilet has been 
performed by the first group of girls, 
was sound asleep in a doll’s bed when 
the second detachment of nurses filed 
in. Baby No. 2 awaited her turn in the 
arms of one girl, while the rest wrote 
down the rules for the bath as given 
by Dr. Grace D. Ives, the instructor. 

In the bathtub floated two thermo- 
meters, which the girls read in turn, 
Dr. Ives explaining the proper tem- 
perature of the water for babies of dif- 
ferent ages. When all the directions 
had been given the, baby was un- 
dressed. The class stood close around 
the tub, watching with deep interest; 
for. although babies. are common 
enough on the East Side, a baby in a 
tub is a novel spectacle. ’ 

Dr. Ives showed them how to hold 
the baby, how to lower it .gently into 
the tub so that it would not be fright- 
ened and how to keep it from being 
chilled when taken out. She also gave 
them hints on clothing a baby. “These 
shoes are too stiff for a 3-months-old 
child.” she said, holdi up a little 
four-button kid shoe. ‘A baby should 
wear soft shoes until it is old enough 
to walk.” 

The lesson will be repeated with two 
tubs and six babies in use.

WOULDN'T TAKE A DARE. 


LAWYER FULLER BATTERED BY 
‘DETECTIVE VINNELL. 


Spirited Battle in Courthouse Ele- 
vator Over Litigation Growing 
Out of the Burning of a Norwalk 

~Farmer’s Hay. 


Percy E. Fuller, a young attorney, 
was severely drubbed yesterday after- 
noon by 8. H. Vinnell, a private de- 
tective. The fight took place in the 
inside elevator of the Courthouse. The 
trouble grew out of an attachment suit 
in Justice James’s court, in which Vin- 
nell is plaintiff and Fuller counsel for 
the defendant, Henry TerBeest. 

TerBeest is an old farmer in the Nor- 
walk region. About a year ago he lost 
about $1000 worth of hay by fire, and 
incendiarism was suspected. TerBeest 
employed Vinnell to ferret out the in- 
cendiaries. Vinnelkb procured what he 
considered sufficient evidence to war- 
rant the arrest ef some of TerBeest’s 
neighbors on the charge of setting the 
hay afire, but,the old man was afraid 
to institute prosecution. He also re- 
fused to settle with Vinnell for the 
work he had done in the case, 
hence Vinnhel brought suit — 
the amount claimed, $204.90. 
Beest engaged Fuller’ to 
“r in the action brought by Vin- 
nell. 

Several days ago Fuller levied an 
attachment on TerBeest’s property for 
$290, being the amount.of his fee, less 
$9, which he acknowledged as having 
been paid on account. About the same 
time Vinnell began attachment  pro- 
ceedings for the amount of his claim. 
Vinnell offered as sureties in his under- ~ 
taking for attachment, A. W. Dunbar 
and Mrs. Rosa Tageret. Fuller raised 
objection to the would-be sureties on 
the ground that they could not légally. 
qualify for-the amount of bond re- 
quired. The case came up in Justice 
James’s court yesterday on . supple- 
mentary proceedings as to the qualifi- 
cations of the bondsmen offered, and 
they were rejected. 

After the hearing, Vinnell, Fuller, 
Dunbar and Mrs. Tageret got into the 
elevator at the fourth floor of the 
Courthouse to descend to the lower 
corridor. They were no sooner shut 
into the elevator together, than Vin- — 
nell took Fuller to task for the trouble 
he was causing him by objecting to 
his sureties. Fuller made some reply 
in justification of his action, to which 
Vinnell replied: 

“I think you have played me a dirty 


trick, and I have a notion to hit you 
right now.” | 

“Hit me, if you dare,” said Fuller 
banteringly. 


Vinnel accepted the challenge, and 
struck Fuller a violent blow in the face, 
following it up with a series of jabs 
and punches, most of which landed on 
the lawyer’s body, as he protected his 
face from further injury by hiding his 
head in a corner of the elevator. Fuller 
was so stunned by the first onslaught, . 
that he was unable to defend himself 
had he been so disposed. Besides there 
was little room for defensive tactics | 
in the cramped confines of the elevator. 
The detective continued to-punch the 
exposed portions of the attorney’s anat- 
omy, until the elevator reached the 
bottom of the shaft. In that time he 
had opportunity to get in a good many 
blows, as the old elevator is proverbial 
for tts slowness. , 

When the bottom was reached the 
elevator man, an old cavalryman. df 
giant frame, took the two combatants 
by the slack of théir trousers and threw 
both of them out of the-cage. Fuller 
fell upon the cement floor of the corri- 
Varinell tumbleé- on top of 

immell started {in to pummel 
his victim again, but the elevator:man 
interfered and separated them. 

Fuller proceeded at once to the Po- 
lice Station and was admitted to the 
Receiving Hospital to have his wounds 
dressed. His, principal injury, was an 
ugly cut under the right eye, caused 
by the rim of his spectacles being 


| pressed into the flesh by Vinnell’s first 


blow. After the police sufgeon was 
through with him he interviewed Dep- 
uty District Attorney Chambers, who 
issued a complaint against Vinnell for 
battery. 

Vinnell surrendered himself to Dep- 
uty Constable Brakesuhler as soon as 
he learned that a warrant was out for 
him. He was arraigned before Justice 
‘Austin, who set the case for 2 o’clock 
today, for pleading, and released the 
‘prisoner on his own recognizance.

WATER DEVELOPMENT. 


OVER THIRTY THOUSAND INCHES SECURED 
IN PAST TWELVE MONTHS. | 


Hundreds of Wells Sunk in Southern California With Such 
Good Results That One Hundred Thousand Acres 
May Be Well Irrigated, 


A Telling 


Location, Nature, Output and Ownership of Many of the Wells—Com- 
parison of Underground Water-Supplies and Methods of 
Work in the Five Most Southerly Counties. 


Summary. 


In the past twelve months the five 
southern counties of California have 
developed, by sinking wells, 31,242 
inches of watér, available now, in the 
driest period ever known in the his- 
tory of the State, for the irrigation of 
farm and orchard lands. | : 

This is probably as much water as 
will be delivered at any time by all 
the storage systems now existing and 
in course of construction, in the same 
counties. 

It is nearly as much water as_ the 
total used for irrigation purposes in 
the same counties two years ago. 

The work has been achieved by 
dauntless energy on the part of the 
people of Southern California, and by 
the expenditure of large sums of 
money in the digging of wells and the 
construction of pumping plants. 

These figures must be discounted 
somewhat for permanent use of the 
water, but the discount will not ex- 
ceed 5 or 10 per cent. 

The development of this water will 


but its chief benefit. will be in the 
building-up of dairy interests, which 
now seem destined to rival in import- 
ance any other industry in this part 
of the country. : 

The figures given above are not the 
result of guess work. For a month a 
member of THe TiMEs staff has been 
traveling through Southern California 
digging for accurate facts regarding 
the extent of the development. Hun- 
dreds of wells have been inspected 
personally, and scorces of persons hav- 
ing special knowledge of irrigation 
matters have been interviewed, with 
the main object in view of securing 
verified facts, and when these were 
not within reach, of getting the most 
conservative estimates. 

Southern California is a great coun- 
try. That may be a platitude in its 


pertinent and vivid reality to one who 
travels more than a thousand miles 


where the same spirit of push, cour- 
age, and determination to override 
all obstacles encountered; to one who 
climbs to mountain-tops to inspect 
reservoirs and wends his way down 
to peat-bogs near the ocean, where 
drainage is a necessary accompanit- 
The State is great 
in its natural resources, in its possi- 
bilities, in its limitations. It is great 
in the enterprise of the people who 
are wedding muscular power to nat- 
ural power. But it is greatest of all 
in the spirit of the people. 

In the thousand miles of traveling 
while inspecting the irrigation  re- 
sources of the various sections, where 
everybody was talking of the work 
being done, never once did any man 
utter a word of discontent with the 
conditions encountered. Faith, hope, 
resolve and grit appeared everywhere 
to be the constituents of which the 
modern Californian is composed. He 
is working out his destiny, and in- 
cidentally he is working out the 
destiny of the greatest of States. He 
knows it. He is proud of it. He is 
satisfied with the task and with the 
conditions of the contract. 

The year 1899 will be memorable as 
the first time in the history of the 
State when one dry year followed 
fast on the heels of another. But it 
will be more memorable as the year 
when the people of Southrn California 
arose to the supreme needs of the 
times and made greater strides in the 
development of the country than ever 
before. 

INSPECTION REPORT. 

However much doubt there may have 
been before of tre presence of large 
bodies of underground water, | that 
doubt cannot exist at present, for in 
certain sections it has been made evi- 
dent that even in this second dry sea- 
son, there are vast underground lakes 
in which wells have scarcely a percep- 
tible influence in reducing the water 
supply. The underground lakes at the 
higher elevations are those of the San 
Fernando Valley, the Upper Santa Ana 
Valley, near San Bernardino; the San 
Jacinto plains, near Perris, and the 
upper San Gabriel Valley, near El 
Monte. The greatest body of land un- 
der which there is a vast quantity of 
water, however, is very well outlined 
in the interior of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad from Santa Monica to Loe 
Angeles and by the Southern California 
Railroad from this city to Capistrano. 
From these. railroads to the sea there 
is a wide area in Los Angeles and Or- 
ange counties, practically the whole of 
which has been shown to be subject to 
irrigation from the waters which flow 
underneath. In the vicinity of Los An- 
geles, this water is subject to use for 
gardening, while in Orange county in 
some sections it is even subject to use 
on land adapted to citrus fruits, while 
walnuts and many varieties of decidu- 
ous friuts can be grown on the land 
thus irrigated. In many other parts of 
Southern Californja there are bodies 
of land adjacent to streams which fur- 
nish large quantities of water for avells,

Redlands, it has shown that there is 
several hundred inches of water com- 
ing down from the mountains, and over 
&® hundred inches has been developed 
within the past few weeks for the or- 
ange groves on the adjacent foothills. 
At Corona work has been going on for 
several years in a similar underground 
‘Stream coming out of Temescal Cafion, 
and this supply has been considerably 
“increased during the past year. In San 
Diego county the principal water de- 
velopments have been along the same 
line, and it is evident that more water 
is going to waste in that county in 
such underground streams, many times 
over, than is being used. The work 
of the past year is most notable in the 
beds of the Sweetwater and San Diego 
rivers, from which hundreds of inches 
is being pumped, witheut any indica- 
tion of exhaustion of the supply. 
But in the development of all this 


not be lost sight of. It is évident that 
@ great amount of labor put forth dur- 
ing the past year has been without 
returns to the persons furnshing the 
capital. And yet the wasted energy is 
by no means of so high a percentage 
to the total exertion as might have 
been expected. In sheer’ desperation, 
many persons have bored into the 
ground, and the sAotal of the results 
has been surprisingly great.. Individ- 
uals have in some cases lost money, but 
the great majority have been gainers, 
and the country as a whole has gained 
immensely, not only from the immedi- 
ate returns, but in that knowledge of 
sub-strata which will be the basis of 
water developments for many yenrrs to 
come. There are not wanting cases in 
which the sinking of a new well has 
drawn from the supply of an old one, 
and in other cases the increased num- 
ber of wells has forced pumping where 
before there was an artesian supply. 
But :while these canditions may tend 
to reduce the net benefit acquired, they 
are but a small minority of the whole, 
and it seems not improbable that of 
the total development not to exceed 
5 or 10 per cent. must be discounted 
as an allowance for the injury done 
to the wells of other people. 

The question of expense in pumping 
is one which has been considerably 
discussed, but in general the fact seems 
to be lost sight of that where the larg- 


est development has been made, the 
distance which the water be 
lifted is but a few feet. The Sar 


siderable body of water 400 feet, ond 
in Several localities simvll bodies of 
water are being lifted to heights which 
make the effort necessarily of oa _tran- 
sient character. To save their crops, a 
few orchardists are resorting to ex- 
pensive expedients,: and wells which 
have been sunk in some iocalities can- 
not be used, save as # reserve in cose 
of the exhaustion of the main suntv, 
through a repetition of the drought of 
the past two years. But the total of 
these cases, compared with the tots! of 
water developments, is small, indeed, 
though in one or two localities it might 
appear to be quite large. Gx 

In considering the water develop- 
ments it is difficult. to determine to 
what extent the water will be subject 
to use for citrus fruits. Generally 
speaking, these fruits are grown on the 
higher Iond, and naturally tho prin- 
cipal water develcpnients have been on 
the lower lands, but that each loeolity 
producing citrus fruits has received 
some benefit is certain, and thovch 
there are soOme localities ~-hich have 
been disappointed in their efforts, not 
getting for this year as much water 
as could be used with benefit. it is 
believed that in any vear of modernte 
rainfall hereafter there. will be no 
repetition of chronic shortage, which 
has been a serious detriment to a few 
localities in the past. But there are 
cases in which the water developments 
on relatively low lond have still been 
succesful enough to be of great 
benefit to citrus fruit neorer the const 
on relatively high land. For instance, 
® portion of the water developed at El 
Monte is taken to East Whittier by 
gravity. But the most striking benefit 
which will accrue to the section will 
come from the great strides the dairy 
industry is making. While thete {s no 
accurate data at hond showing the ex- 
tent of the increased acreage of alfalfa, 
it Is evident that it will run high into 
the thousands, probably amounting to 
30,000 or 40,000 acres sown during the 
past twelve months. The price of hay. 
is such that much of the crop is be- 
ing shipped, but everywhere that water 
has been developed r-cently the farm-

The possibilities of 
the back country are great, though as 
yet but few wells have been put down, 
these resulting in a great artesian 
flow.

Water was 
struck at a depth of 300 feet, but drill- 
ing was continued to a depth of 722 
feet, where a_ terrific current was 
struck, which yields about 300 inches 
of water.

MOUND CITY. A few excellent wells 
have been put down in this vicinity, 
the output of which aggregates about 
oné hundred inches. 


ONTARIO. The» people of Ontario 
have been réaching out after water 
during the past year with rather heroic 
efforts, and considerable has been ae- 
complished, though it is feared that not 
all their efforts will bear the fruit ex- 
pected. On the face of the returns 
here should be a development of 379 
inches up to date, though this may 
have to be discounted to some extent. 
Following is the showing: San Antonio

Thompson, near Clairmont of an old 
well, not counted In the total, 20 inches; 
Bartlett well, owned by same company,

-but which are good for at least 100 
inches; Crawford Bros., 20; A. L. King, 
15; Mr. Turner, 7; M. V. McQuigg, 25; 
Lyman Stewart, 12; L, E. Blackburn, 20. 


REDLANDS. The situation in this 
town has been greatiy improved. In 
this article no account is taken of sev- 
eral hundred inches being pumped from 
the bed of the Bear Valley Lake by F. 
E. Brown, as that is necessarily of @ 
makeshift character, though important 
for the time being. The Redlands 
Water Company has done good work in 
putting down three wells, the first of 
which has been forced to yield 125 
inches. The others have not yet been 
tested. The South Mountain Water 
Company, recently organized, has de- 
veloped about 130 inches of water in 
the Upper Yucaipe Valley, and has 
piped it into town, while the amount 
will be greatly increased in the imme- 
diate future from a splendid body of 
viater-bearing land. It is estimated 
that wells put down by individuals are 
turning out about 350 irfehes. Among 
these wells are the following: Wood & 
Bill, 25 inchés; R. A. Osbun, 20; Rev. 
Gillan, 20; W. F.° Whittier, _ 20; L. 
Lodge, 7; Mr. Meisner, 20; Conkling sis- 
ters, 15: Crafton Water Company, 55; 
Gladysta Well Company, 26. This rep- 
resents a gain to Redlands of 605 inches, 
of which probably 100 inches is of 4 
character which cannot be counted on 
as a permanent supply, on account of 
the expense of pumping from a great 
depth. 

RIALTO TRACT. On the Rialto or 
Semi-Tropic tract, 315 inches have been 
developed from wells, with a good pros- 
pect for a considerable increase from 
wells dug, but not yet pumped. The 
Anglo-American Canaigre Company has 
developed 140 inches. Seventeen farm-- 
ers have combined in work which has 
resulted in the development of 50 inches 
from a 10-inch well. At Bloomington 
twenty-seven vrells have been sunk, of 
vihich four are being pumped and are 
yielding 125 inches. 


velopments about San Bernardino dur- 
ing the past year have been great, ag- 
eregating fully 900 inches, of which the 
record is given for about 750 inches, 
there being a number of smaller wells. 
One of the greatest wells in the coun- 
try is that belonging to L. S. Davis and 
Mrs. S. FEF.

RIVERSIDE. The largest body of 
irrigation water in Southern Califor- 
nia is that which Hows through the 
canol of the Riverside Water Com- 
pany, while there are several other 
canals running into the Riverside dis- 
trict, including Highgrove and Arling- 
ton Heights. It is said that the waters 
of these various canals aggregate 6000 
inches. This is something of a gain 
over the flow of previous yeors, and 
the supply is ample for all the trees 
growing in the largest body of citrus- 
fruit orchards in the world. But the 
development of water must be liber- 
tly discounted here to make good the 
shrinkage in order wells, the develop 
ments of the Riverside Trust Com- 
pany and the Riverside Water Com- 
pany practically representing the 
chrinkage in the old wells of those 
companies. This supply may increase 
with winters of heavy rainfall, though 
the water is taken from the San Ber- 
nardino basin, the water level of 
which is being lowered by increased 
number of wells. The Riverside sup- 
ply is from artesian wells, and it is 
evident that by pumping at any time 
the flow could be immensely increased.

San Diego county is 
broken into many small valleys and 
hills, in this respect differing with the 
large valleys’ and higher mounta@ing 
to be found farther north As 
a@ consequence, the water soured 


are smaller but more numerous, 
While the development of water 
from wells during the past yé@aFr 


has amounted, as nearly as ean 
estimated by close study on the grotnd, 
to probably two thousand inches,’ i 
seems probable that at least thre@=, 
quarters of this output is of a tem 
porary character, and that the true 
permanent development does not €x- 
ceed 500 inches. The fact Is that the 
county is turning its attention-to other 
methods, the conservation of water if 
reservoirs being more favored, and 
probably better adapted to the country, 
and not only is the Mountain Water 
Company putting in an immense sys- 
tem for San Diego, but Fallbrook and 
Sscondido are also working on the 
same line. Some few fruit-growers 
are putting down wells for their findi- 
vidual use, one of the best, and one 
characteristic of aH, heing that .of 
John H. Kleine, at Lakeside, where 
a good flow of water has been devel- 
oped and is being pumped by gasoline 
power to the top of the hill on which 
his beautiful lemon grove is situated. 
SUMMARY OF THE OUTPUT... 

While it is evident that a large por- 
tion of the counties named have beem 
covered by the above, several localH-~ 
ties are not set forth, though théy’ 
have each developed a small amount 
of water during the past year. Jt je 
believed that a conservative estimate 
of the wells in such localities would be 
1000 inches.

A CONDITION, NOT A THEORY. 

In discussing the municipal water 
question many people appear to be un- 
able to distinguish clearly between 
what ought to be done and what can 
be done. There is little doubt that a 
majority of our citizens are favorable 
to the idea of municipal ownership of 
the water system, in the abstract, but 
many of them cannot see how that is 
just now to be accomplished. 

The intent of the agreement entered 
into between Los Angeles city and the 
water company, more than thirty 
years ago, is plain enough, if we could 
sweep away the legal technicalities 
attached to it, but in a case which 
must ultimately be decided by the 
courts, legal technicalities count, and 
cannot be ignored. -It would, of 
feourse, be pleasant if the City Water 
Company should meet the municipal- 
ity half way, and carry out the ob- 
vious intent.of the agreement entered 
‘into with the city, but this is scarcely 
ito be expected of a corporation rep- 
presenting a large number of stock- 
molders, who naturally expect to se- 
‘cure the greatest possible advantage 
‘from their investment. 

When this agreement was made be- 
fitween the city of Los Angeles and the 
pwater company, the business of sup- 
plying a population of about five 
thousand people with water was not 
’a very important or lucrative one, and 
meither of the parties to the agree- 
mment had the least conception of the 
extraordinary development that would 
wake place here during the life of the 
scontract. Owing to that development 
ithe water company has been able to 
earn a large amount of money from 
ats franchise, a franchise from the 
Telinquishment of which its stockhold- 
ers now. desire to reap the 
Ppossible financial benefit, and which 
franchise, unfortunately for the city, 
is drawn up in such a manner as _ to 
pmake the job of terminating the cob- 
stract anything but a simple or easy 
one. \ 
Whatever may be thought in regard 
ito the position of the water company 
there is only one course for the city 
«pursue, which is to make the 
mstrongest possible presentatfon of its 
case in the courts, as would be done 
iby any private litigant. Meantime, the 
experience which we have gained in 
‘this water case should teach us at 
least one lesson, namely, the great im- 
fportance of carefully considering the 
fterms of franchises granted by the 
pcity for public utilities. What the 
plausible document contains in its 
belly is the thing to find out. When 
fa corporation is seeking a franchise 
strom the city, it is generally ready to 
promise a great many things, but it 
is too often discovered that such a 
franchise is binding only on one of 
the parties to it—the city. Even now 
Wwe are constantly giving away for 
nothing, or next to nothing, privi- 
ss which in the course of time will

SECRETARY ROOT. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington announces that ‘“Secre- 
tary Root is beginning to get a firm 
grasp on the administration of the 
War Department,” and that, although 
he has been at the head of affairs 
only ten days, “‘yet this has been suffi- 
cient to show his methods and the in- 
fluence which his vigorous person- 
ality exerts throughout the military 
establishment.” This, in a concise 
manner, tells the story of the new 
secretary’s administration up to the 
present time. He has set himself 
about the discharge of the duties of 
his department—duties which were 
entirely new to him at the time he 
entered the Cabinet—in a manner 
which is at once a guaranty 
of executive efficiency and of con- 
scientiousness in the discharge of the 
duties of the department over which 
he has been called to preside, 

In addition to the discharge of the 
many and exacting duties connected 
with current routine business in his 
department, Secretary Root has found 
time to devote to the more important 
matter of the war now in progress in 
the far-away Philippine Islands. He 
has, as the dispatch above referred to 
informs us, made a careful inquiry 
into the military situation in the 
field, and has gone over the history of 
the entire ipino insurrection, from 
its beginning down to the present 
time. All the facts bearing on the sit- 
uation have been considered, and the 
Secretary has caused a map to be 
mado, in the Adjutant-General’s office, 
showing the advance of our forces 
from day to day throughout Gen. 
Otis’s campaign against the Filipinos, 
the positions and movements. of 
troops at the different phases of the 
campaign, the retreat of the enemy, 
and its position and force from time 
to time. 

“While going over the military 
phases of the work,” says the dis- 
patch, “the Secretary has conferred 
with the commanding general, Gen. 
Miles, and with Gen. Merritt, who is 
second in command, on the military 
problems presented; and besides the 
military results of these councils he 
has established codperation between 
the executive head of the War Depart- 
ment and the ranking officer of the 
army.” This is well. 
necessary to point out that there 
should be both codéperation and co- 
‘ordination between the head of the 
War Department and the subordinates 
of that glepartment, throughout the 
whole range of the service. Through 
the medium of such harmony, alone, 
can the highest efficiency of this de- 
partment, or of any department of the 
government, be realized and main- 
tained: One of the several weak 
points in the administration of the 
War Department under Secretary 
Root’s immediate predecessor was the 
lack of harmony between the various 
responsible officials of the depart- 
ment. It does not follow that the 
Becretary of War was responsible for 
this lack of harmony, but the fact that 
it existed under Secretary Alger re- 
mains a fact which cannot be gainsaid 
nor argued.out of court. 

That complete harmony has_ been 
a in this important branch of 
the government—an assumption which 
seems to be warranted by the latest 
advices from Washington—is one of 
the most hopeful auguries for the fu- 
ture. It only remains to concentrate 
the aggressive energies of the nation 
against the Filipino rebels, to bring 
the rebellion to a speedy and satisfac- 
tory termination. That this will be 
done seems absolutely certain. The 
new Secretary of War is showing 
energy in carrying forward the plans 
of the President to practical realiza- 
tion. 


‘ The Chicago Timesg-Herald sums up 
the Philippine situation succinctly and 
correctly in this paragraph: 
“We have come legitimately into 
the title of the islands from the inter- 
national standpoint and have under- 
taken international obligations con- 
cerning them. If we showld let go it 
would not be a magnificent, concession 
to civil liberty and _ self-government, 
but a cowardly confession of im- 
potence. We are bound to take into 
consideration the incapacity \‘as_ well 
as the aspiration of the people for in- 
dependence, and to acknowledge that 
although they will not make desirable 
citizens it is better to do what We can 
with them as such than to scuttle 
ignominiously and devolve our work 
on some European power,”

| THE PORTO RICAN DISASTER. 


Fuller and later atcotnts of the 
hurricane which swept over the isl- 
ands of the West Indies, recently, 
show that the disaster was almost un- 
precedented in its severity. The 
ones, both of life and of propesty, 
were very heavy, not only along the 
coast, where the storm was felt most 
severely, but in.the interior, where 
the losses were chiefly from heavy 
wind and rain. 

Dispatches from Gen. Davis, the 
American Governor-General of Porto 
Rico, though lacking in detailed ac- 
counts of the disaster, as is neces- 
sarily the case in official documents, 
which confine themselves, principally, 
to bare statements of fact, indicate be- 
yond all’ doubt that the calamity is 
one of unprecedented extent, which 
calls for the prompt and generous re- 
lief which the people of the United 


their unfortunate compatriots of the 
stricken island. Gen. Davis estimates 
that the total loss of life will not be 
less than 1000, and he says that when 
full accounts of the disaster are ob- 
tained, it may be found that the loss 
of life has been many times one thous- 
and. In the face of so appalling a 
sacrifice of human life, the mere prop- 
erty loss becomes a matter of com- 
paratively little importance; yet the 
property loss will of necessity run 
away up into the millions of dollars, 
and would be a most serious calamity 
in itself, if it were not overshadowed 
and minimized by the terrible and 
almost unprecedented losses of life. 
It is gratifying to note that the 
measures of relief necessary to miti- 
gate, in so far as is possible, the suf- 
ferings of the victims of this great 
calamity, have already been taken by 
the War Department. A shipload of 
provisions will go forward today, and 
will reach its destination—if it does 
not run into the maws of another hur- 
ricane—within two or three days. 
Other shiploads of provisions, of 
clothing, medicine, and supplies of 
various kinds, will follow.- The re- 
lief measures thus far put into effect- 
ive operation are those of the United 
States government only. The great 
body of the American people are yet 
to hear from on _ this_ proposition. 
That they will be heard from, and in 
a substantial and practicable manner, 
“goes without saying,” as the new re- 
porter would say. It takes a little 
time to get so large a body as_ the 
American people in motion; but when 
this great body moves, it moves with 
a momentum that means’ something. 
Now that the government has taken 
measures to relieve the immediate dis- 
tress in Porto Rico, the American 
people will do the rest. 
Gen. Davis estimates that not less 
than one-fifth of the dwellings in the 
island have been destroyed, leaving at 
least 100,000 persons shelterless. This, 
in itself, would not be so very serious 
a calamity in a climate so mild and 
equable as that of Porto Rico, were it 
not for the fact that a large part of 
the growing crops have been destroyed 
by the hurricane, leaving many of the 
shelterless people also without . food. 
This is the really serious phase of the 
situation, of course, to the relief of 
which attention must be principally 
directed.. Gen. Davis estimates that 
at least one thousand tons of pro- 
visions per week for several weeks 
will be required to feed the destitute 
in Porto’ Rico. This is a large 
amount, but it is not too large an 
amount to be supplied by the people 
of the United States. When they 
have become fully cognizant of the 
‘extent of the calamity and the actual 
necessities of the situation, the needed 
relief will be forthcoming.

Com- 
positors, he said, must take their 
places, and the machinists be 
discharged. The office manager ex- 
postulated and pointed out the fact 
that printers could not attend to the 
casting machines, which only trained 
mechanics could operate; the me- 
chanics, he suggested, might be taken 
into the Typographical Union. - That 
idea the Walking Delegate scouted 
and he made his demand peremptory 
and final. There was nothing for it 
but compliance, and the Sun office af- 
forded the spectacle thenceforward of 
a number of machines each with a 
compositor looking at it, while it auto- 
matically performed its work. 

“So long as the Typographical 
Union: confined its energies to the 
mere extortion of money we thought 
we could afford to be indifferent, and 
we never betrayed any open resent- 
ment. We continued to pay weekly 
considerable sums that had not been 
earned, and we should have cheerfully 
maintained the practice; but when we 
were confronted with a cynical and 
brutal intimation that we must obey 
the orders of the Typographical Union 


‘tion, or have the publication of the 
Sun suspended by force, it became at 
once apparent that we could no longer 
so conduct our business and maintain 
our self-respect.

THE DECADENCE OF THE LATINS. — 

No stronger evidence could be fur- 
nished in support of those who assert 
the decadence of the Latin race than 
the present attitude of a large section 
of the French people in this painful 
Dreyfus affair. That the officers of 
the French army should be desirous 
of covering up and palliating the 
‘series of dastardly crimes that have 
been committed, for the purpose of 
railroading at innocent man to de- 
struction, is comprehensible, if not 
excusable, but that now, when it is 
made cléar-to any but the densest. un- 
derstanding that Dreyfus is the victim 
of one of the vilest conspiracies ever 
hatched, it is certainly astounding to 
note that a considerable proportion of 
the French public still pursues that 
unfortunate man with bitter animos- 
ity, permitting its hatred of the race 
to which he belongs to blind them to 
the martyrdom that he has endured. 
Such a spectacle proves that a moral 
cancer has been eating into the heart 
of France, and leads even the’ best 
friends of that country, which has 
such a glorious past, to wonder what 
the outcome can be. 

Turning to other members of the 

Latin race in Europe, the outlook is 
scarcely less encotraging. Spain is 
but a relic of former greatness, and 
is no longer taken into consideration 
by the great powers of Europe, in con- 
sidering their policy. ‘To all intents 
and purpose, the land of the haughty 
dons might. as well located in 
Africa, alongside of «Morocco and 
Tunis. To use a colloquial American 
expression, Spain is a- great “has 
been.” As to Spain’s little neighbor, 
Portugal, which once set the pace for 
European powers in the conquest and 
colonization of foreign lands, it bears 
about the’ same relation to the po- 
litical family of Europe as Rhode Isl- 
and does to the United States, or Al- 
pine county to the State of California. 
Italy, the early home of the Latin 
race, has been for many years in a 
State of “innocuous desuetude.” The 
disclosures of political corruption that 
were made after the disastrous Abys- 
sinian war scarcely stirred the peo- 
ple of that country from their indif- 
ference. In several parts of Italy the 
government is unable to check 
brigandage, which has the open or 
secret sympathy of a considerable por- 
tion of the community, who are 
harassed and made desperate by un- 
bearable taxation. Meantime, the au- 
thorities are kept busy in watching 
the broken-down, members of the no- 
bility, to see that they do not sell 
their masterpieces of art, for export, 
s0 as to save themselves from the 
degradation of honest work. 
One of the most striking features of 
the close of the nineteenth century is 
the replacement of the Latin race by 
the Anglo-Saxon and the Sclav in the 
leadership of the world’s affairs. In 
that leadership the United States is 
destined to play a prominent part. 


Roosevelt put the truth in a 
nutshell in his Asbury Park address 
when he said: “The greatest enemy 
the commonwealth has is-‘the man 
who lets the politician misrepresent 
him without rebuke at the polls.” It 
is, however, a gratifying fact that the

TO COOK AND SEW. 


SCHOOLGIRLS WILL BE TAUGHT 
USEFUL HOME ARTS. 


Board of Education Decides That 
Domestic Economy Shall Be 
Taught to Girls Only and ~ 
Sloyd to Boys. 


An Urgent Appeal to the People to 
Vote Bonds That Dangerous 
Overcrowding May Bé 
Relieved, 


The Board Points Out That Ten 
Years Mzny Elapse Before An- 
other Opportunity for Ex- 
pansion Presents Itself. 


That cooking and sewing shall be 
taught in the public schools of the 
city has at last been deereed by the 
Board of Education’ The various 
members of the board differ materially 
as to the manner in which the classes 
should be conducted, and these minor 
matters will be fought out on the car- 
peted arena in the Homer Laughlin 
«building. 

The Committee on Industrial Schools 
and Kindergartens, composed . of 
Messrs. ‘Wincup, Jones, Hendrick and 
Udell, to which had been relegated the 
task of deciding upon the best method 
of introducing cooking and sewing into 
the public schools, found it impossible 
to agree on the question of sewing, and 
the matter was finally brought before 
the board in the form of a resolution, 
presented by William Wincup. This 
resolution, adopted efter long discus- 
sion, provides that one general super- 
visor, to have charge of cooking and 
sewing, shall be elected, and an as- 
sistant in cooking engaged; that the 
supervisor’s salary shall not exceed 
$100, and that of the assistant be $50 
per month or less; that sewing shall 
be taught, to girls only, in the fifth, 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades, and 
cooking to girls only; that Sloyd work 
shall be taken out of the ninth grade 
and the High School and taught, to 
boys only, in the fifth, sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades. | 

No stipulation was contained in the 
resolution regarding the grades in 
, Which cooking should be taught. That 
matter has not yet been determined 
by the board. The present intention is 
to fit up a centrally-located room, and 
to allow as many as the room will 
accommodate to take the subject, as an 
experiment. If the results are satts- 
factory, the board expects to extend 
the system to all the schools. Whether 
the new industrial studies will be 
taught at the option of the child’s 
parents or made compulsory was also 
pe as a thatter for further delibera- 

on. 

The provision regarding cooking met 
with general favor, but sewing proved 
to be a rock upon which the opinions 
of the educational sagamores were 
cleft in twain. Mr. Udell was not able 
to be present but he submitted his pro- 
test to the resolution in written form. 
In his opinion, one room should have 
been chosen for teaching sewing, and 
one teacher engaged. In the Oakland 
schools, said the protest, the expense 
of teaching sewing was as high as $5 
per annum for each pupil. No subject 


in the lower grades which could not 
be taught to boys and girls alike, as 
the fundamental ideas in the educa- 
tional system of the United States are 
based on the equality of the sexes. 

Judge Hendrick wished to be placed 
on record as being opposed to remov- 
ing Sloyd from the High School. He 
said he did not think that girls should 
be denied the Sloyd work. Instead of 
one supervisors of cooking and sewing 
at a salary of $100, and an assistant at 
$50, he. thought that it woud be better 
to employ two teachers at $75 per 
month. Sewing should be taught at 
first as an experiment, and very prop- 
erly to girls only. . aie 

Mr. Horton favored resolution 
but thought that especial care must be 
taken not to interfere with the com- 
mon school branches. He did not 
think that, as a general rule, boys 
should be. taught cooking and sewing. 
Cooking and sewing would prove of 
much practical value to the girls in 
after life, and the mechanical ideas 
embraced by Sloyd would assist the 
grown-up boy in getting a living. The 
advantages of turning from. intellec- 
tual pursuits for a short time each day 
were cited. Mr. Horton said the new 
branches would prove of no little value 
as a means of recreation for the chil- 
dren. 

The resolution was adopted by seven 
votes to one, Judge Hendrick alone 
voting in the negative. 

W. 
presented a manifesto concerning the 
coming school-bond election, addressed 
to the public of Los Angeles, which 
was adopted by the board. On motion 
it was directed to be spread upon the 
minutes and presented to the people 
through the papers. The manifesto 
was in part as follows: 

“On Tuesday, August 22, 1899, the 
people of Los Angeles will be called 
upon to vote on the question of issu- 
ing bonds to the amount of $420,000 for 
the purpose. of erecting additional 
school buildings. According to the best 
legal construction of the city charter, 
it is necessary to vote these bonds, if 
at all, before bonds are Voted for the 
acquirement of a city water system. 
In the event that these school bonds 
are not authorized at the coming elec- 
tion and the vote on the issuance of 
the water bonds is in the affirmative, 
the ¢ity must get along without addi- 
tional buildings, either until the char- 
ter limit of taxation is removed, or 41n- 
til the indebtedness of the city is re- 
duced nearly one-half, which would 
not occur for the next ten years, under 
the most favorable circumstances. 

“We therefore desire to call your at- 
tention to the fact that the facilities 
at our disposal at the present time are 
entirely insufficient to properly con- 
duct the public schools. It was neces- 
‘sary at the beginning of last year to 
open eighteen half-day schools. This 
number will undoubtedly be largely in- 
creased when the schools open next 
month. Several hundred pupils are 
unable to obtain entrance into the High 
School, or have been ordered there- 
from by their family physicians on ac- 
count of its crowded and unhealthful 
‘condition. 

“The additional buildings asked fo 
by us were calculated to meet the re- 
quirements of the primary and gram- 
mar grades for the next two years, and 
of the High School for five years. It 
is therefore very . apparent that if 
through the apathy of the voters these 
bonds should fail, our school system 
will be in a very crippled condition, 
and as this will probably be the only 
opportunity for years to come to ac- 
quire additional facilities, the coming 
election is one of gfeat importance to 
the city at large.” . 

The. Finance Committee reported 
bills aggregating $3398.29, which were 
ordered paid. The same committee re- 
ported that nothing further had been 
done in the Highland Park school’ dis-

TOM JOHNSON’S TROLLEY. 


American Capitalists to Build a 
Line in England. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Albert and 
Tom Johnson, the American trolley- 
car capitalists, have been seeking for 
some time a foothold in London, and 
believe that their plans are about to 
be realized, at least partially. Survey- 
ors in the employ of the Johnsons are 
now engaged in making maps of the 
topography of a route from London to 
Brighton.. These, with plans of the 
construction intended, will be litho- 
‘graphed and presented to the city 
authorities about October 1, at which 
time an application will be made for 
the franchise. 

The Johnsons expect to construct_and 
equip a first-class electric line to the 
English watering place, and conduct 
it in such a way that it will at once be- 
come popular. The _ service will be 
rapid, and the fare reduced to a frac- 
tion of what it now costs to go from 
London to Brighton. 

Albert Johnson is enthusiastic over 
the future of electric roads in London. 
In speaking of it he said: 

“In London all the street railroads 
are owned by the city. We will, how- 
ever, leave the corporations which run 
them as far behind the times as Lon- 
don is old. There is a population of 
nearly 6,000,000, yet there is no trolley 
and only one cable road. If you want 


from one omnibus to another until the 
fare becomes enormous. 

“Those who have studied the city say 
that its marvelous population can be 
ascribed to one thing, and that is the 
ease with which one may go to any 
other city on the face of the globe. 
Within the next two minutes from St. 
Paul’s are the lines one may use to go 
anywhere. Yet with facilities for 


reaching other places, London is the 


most inconvenient city in the world to 
get around in. It is just this latter 
trouble which we intend to remedy. No 
one has ever asked for a similar fran- 
chise, and we expect to win because of 
its very nerve. 

‘We have been surveying the ground 
from London to Brighton, and we ex- 
pect to have that work done before the 
end of the month. A score or more of 
surveyors have been at work since my 
visit in the spring. It is not possible 
to get a franchise there as easily as 
here. You cannot go and say that you 
want to run a road over such and such 
They re- 
quire you not only to survey all the 
territory you intend to cover, but also 
to furnish to the city_ lithographed 
maps showing exactly what you are 
going to do and how you are going to 
do it. Our maps of the Brightdén route 
have been prepared, and should be 
lithographed by October. 

“We have not met with any opposi- 
tion to speak of, because the people 
want what we are going to give them. 
There are somé propetty-holders who 
were afraid to have us. cross their 
grounds, but there were many more 
who begged us to come their way. We 
will reach the city, however, by the 
most’ direct route. The distance be- 
tween London and Brighton is forty- 
The entire distance will be 
traversed over a private right-of-way, 
going under or over all intersectin 
roadways. 

“The rails will be of the 110-pound 
variety, heavy as any used on steam 
roads, and the grades will not be over 
one and one-half feet to the mile at 
any point. This will enable the cars 
to maintain an even speed, and we 
calculate that the entire distance will 
be covered in an average speed of a 
mile a minute, including stops... 

“The cars will be the latest models, 
and excelling most of those in this 
country, and far surpassing those now 
in use in England. With no. smoke or 
cinders and a speed of a mile a min- 
ute London will see that we éan show 
them something. The present fare to 
Brighton is 6 shillings or $1.50; our 
fare will be 6 pence. As Brighton, in 
addition to being a summer resort, is @ 
good-sized city, we will be assured of 
a good traffic the year around. 

“When the cars reach the city line 
inspectors will place controllers on the 
cars, which, when locked, will not 
permit’ the motormen to run the cars 
over gix miles an hour.

Voters Thought to Know Their Own 
Interest on This Question. 
Bridge Cntracts Awarded to a 
Local Bidder—Bids for a New 
Engine-house Site. | 


As President Silver of the City Coun- 
cil is acting Mayor he could not pre- 
Bide at the regular meeting yesterday, 
Councilman Pessell of the Sixth Ward 
occupied the chair. The report of the 
City Auditor, as to the condition of 
city funds and the report of the City 
Treasurer for July were referred to the 
Finance. Committee. The City Auditor 
reported that in the annual report of 
the Tax and License Collector there 
is an excess of credits amounting to 
about $92, and the aecounts are that 
much out of balance. This is due to 
a mistake made in deposits last year 
before the present collector took office. 
The Auditor asked what he should do 
to balance the accounts. The matter 
mat referred to the Finance Commit- 

ee. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The City Attorney submitted an or- 
dinance authorizing the readvertise- 
ment for bids by the City Clerk for the 
improvement of Bixel street from First 
Street to the northerly termination of 
Bixel street. The ordinance Was 
adopted. 

An ordinance amending that portion 
of the license ordinance fixing a li- 
cense upon the business of vending 
water for domestic purposes was 
adopted. It provides that a license 
shall be paid only by the persons whose 
gress monthly sales amount to $200 or 
more.

eral months ago and to remove possi- 
bility of the charge being made that 
there wds an irregularity in that pur- 
chase, Councilman Toll, two weeks ago, 
secured the adoption of a motion 
authorizing the City Clerk to readver- 
tise for bids for the purchase of an- 
other site in that district. These bids 
were opened in the City Council yes- 
terday morning. At the same time as 
the other order was given, the City 
Clerk was directed to advertise the 
original site for sale to the highest bid- 
der, and bids on it were expected yes- 
terday also. It was not discovered un- 
til yesterday, however, that this latter 
course could not be taken, the law re- 
quiring that when city property is to 
be sold’ it must be advertised for five 
weeks and then sold at public auction. 
Mr. Toll had announced his intention 
of buying the lot in question, whatever 
might be done in the selection of an- 
other site. When, however, he learned 
that its sale could not be completed in 
the manner suggested, he, as an evi- 
dence of good faith, deposited with City 
Clerk Hance $2500 as his bid on the 
property, and the necessary advertise- 
ment for the property will be com- 
pleted. If no more is bid for the lot he 
will purchase it at public auction after 
the expiration of the proper time, add- 
ing to the amount deposited whatever 
other sum is necessary to pay all costs, 
so that the city’ will not lose by the 
transaction,

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


No Bond-election Notice to Be Sent 
to Voters. 


Toward the close of the morning ses- 
sion of the Council, Councilman Vetter 
presented a motion to direct the City 
Clerk to send to each voter of the city 
Q notice that on the 23d inst. a special 
election for waterworks bonds is to 
be held in this city and to indicate the 
place of voting of each person. so noti- 
tied, also to remind each of the voters 
of the importance of a full expression. 
of opinion. When the motion was. 
made, Councilman Todd moved that the 
matter be referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. Councilman Vetter said he 
could not see the reason for such ref- 
erence, declaring that the subject was 
one which the Council should face at 
once and without tear. The suggestion 
was made that the committee could re- 
port at the afternoon séssion. With 
such an understanding there could. be 
no objection to the reference, and it 
was so ordered. 

During. the noon recess the members 
of the Finance Committee conferred 
with other members of the Council, the 
result being that they with others op- 


‘posed the plan suggested by Mr. Vet- 


ter. That such opposition to that par- 
ticular motion might not be misunder- 
stood even to the most remote legree 
as opposition to the waterworks bonds, 
the committeeprepared a report setting 
forth its views on the subject. The re- 
port in itself is an appeal to the people 
for a full expression of opinion at the 
olls on the occasion of the special elec- 
ion. The report was in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Your committee beg to submit that 
the mere item of expense involved in 
carrying out the spirit of this motion 
should in itself be no bar to its imme- 
diate eexcution, since the ebject sought 
to be obtained is of such overshadow- 
ing importance as to shrivel the fea- 
ture of cost into a bagatelle. 

“The question, however, of the pro- 
priety of using the public funds to 
carry out the will of the Council at 
the polls upon the question of voting 
large sums of money into its control 
and management becomes one of prin- 
ciple solely. At no time in the past 
has there been and probably at no 
future period will there be presented a 
more plausible provocation for the vio- 
lation of this cardinal principle than 
upon the impending question of voting 
bonds for the purpose of acquiring mu- 
nicipal ownership of the water sf¥s- 
tem. And doubtless the motion in ques- 
tion was inspired by the assurance 
that public criticism would fail to ma- 
terialize into formidable expression in 
this particular instance. But whether 
rebuked or not, there would neverthe- 
less be recorded an unfortunate viola- 
tion of this principle which must act 
with a-deteriorating influence upon fu- 
ture legislation of this crhaacter. 

“Those of our citizens who are deeply 
interested in educatonal matters can 
with equal propriety—so far as the 
ethical feature is concerned—demand 
that the Council draw upon the public 
purse in the interest of the school 
bonds upon which an expression of pub- 
lic opinion is expected a day earlier 
than upon the water bonds. Extend- 
ing the use of this precedent, it becomes 
avery slight concession to use this pow- 
erful agency for any measure in which 
a majority of the legislative body are 
deeply interested, until it can be con- 
ceived how that body could, originate 
and submit to the people an improper 
project and by using the public funds, 
over which it has absolute control, se- 
cure its indorsement at the polls. 

““It may be argued that the intent of 
the proposed action by the Council is 


not to influence voters upon either side 


of the question, but that it is to serve 
simply as A notification as to date, 
place, ete. The law regulating the sub- 
mission of the question of voting upon 
the issuance of bonds provides the 
manner of giving notice upon all these 
points and in the present case these 
formalities have not been neglected. 
In the case of a general election there 
is a provision for mailing a copy: of 
the ballot to each voter, but that notice 
does not attempt to convey any of the 
information proposed to be carried by 
this proceeding. Nowhere has it seemed 
desirable and in no manner has it been 
provided that the legislative body 
should indulge in electioneering tactics. 
The duties devolving upon your honor- 
able body having been faithfully per- 
formed in the spirit and in the letter 
of the law, any further action would be 
more officious than official. 

It matters not upon what platform 
we were elected to office, nor the 
ardency and unanimity of our Support 
of any project of great public impor- 
tance, we submit that there are cer- 
tain principles underlying the entiré 
Structure of our legislative functions 
which must ever be obeyed or its foun- 
dation crumbles beneath it. The pub- 
lic will never knowingly urge its of- 
ficials to assume the indecorous atti- 
tude of evincing an unseemly desire 
to fondle and dispense millions or even 
thousands of dollars, the proceedings 
for the acquirement of which originated 
with said officials. 

“It is the opinion of your committee 
that the public will more willingly ap- 
plaud an overstrict and punctilious ad- 
herence.to principle in such matters 
than even sanction any tendency to- 
ward opening a breach in this bulwark 
of publie security. 

“In accordance with the foregoing 
considerations your committee would 
respectfully recommend that no action 
be taken and that the motion do not 
prevail.” 

At the time this r t was pre- 
sented it was known that it would be 
adopted, but its presentation did not 
prevent Councilman Vetter from again 
asserting his belief that his plan of 
notifying voters was “justified by ‘the 
importance of the election. ‘ 

‘I beg to differ with the committee

in this matter,” eaid he. ‘The coming 
election ig certoginly the most impor- 

tant that has ever been held in this 
City and is algo of greater importance 
than any that will be held for genera- 

tions to come. It is.our duty to fully 
inform the voters of the importance of 
the event and I can see no impropriety 
-in taking the course suggested in my 
motion. This bond election cannot be 
compared with any other and it cannot 

be said that we -are establishing a 

precedent for the reason that we will 

not have to do with another such im- 

portant event during our Official lives. 

I believe some of the people do not 
know of the importance of the matter 
or do not realize it. This is not an ef- 
fort to indicate how the people should 
vote, but is simply an effort to get out 
a full vote. I have confidence enough 
in the people to believe that if we can 
get a full expression the bonds will be 
voted by a large majority, but this is 
@ matter on which we can take no 
chances as to the strength of the vote. 

It is a matter of record in this city 

that on special elections less than 20 
per cent. of the usual vote is cast, and 
if that be true of this coming election, 
the safety of the bond issue is not as- 
sured. I still believe that my motion 
of this morning will bring about great 
good to the city, if followed.” 

Councilman Pierce took another view 
of the matter. He said the people had 
been waiting for years for just this op- 
portunity to express themselves on 
this question. He did not think they 
would let pass such an opportunity. He 
had great confidence in the intelligence 
of the people and was sure that they 
would by their votes indicate that 
their desire for municipal ownership 
had not waxed cold because of the long 
and vexatious delays. 

Councilman Toll also opposed the 
motion. He made a _ strong speech 
against the proposition, pointing out 
that it would be useless to send out in- 
formation that the people, if they are 
interested in the matter, which they 
certainly are, would look up for them- 
selves. He thought the Council should 
preserve an attitude of dignity on this 
subject, believing that if the people 
gave into their hands the money which 
would be voted, it would bea vote of 
confidence in the Council which should 
not be suggested even by an intimation 
that the votes should be in favor of 
the bonds. He said the questions of 
the disbursement of this money was of 
as great importance, and would be 
watched as closely by the people as 
that of issuing the bonds. He _ be- 
lieved the people were in & critical at- 
titude, and would respect the Council 
for quietly keeping hands off, in its 
official capacity. The speaker empha- 
sized the fact that opposition to this 
motion was not opposition to the bond 
issue, for, he said, here is not a mem- 
ber of the Council who would not do 
all that he possibly could personally 
to cause the success of the proposed 
issue at the polls, but he did not con- 
sider this a time for such official ac- 
tion as had been suggested. Those in- 
terested’ in other bond issues would 
have a right to expect similar action, 
and this the Council could not give. . 

“Interest the people in this matter, 
said Mr. Toll, “and the question is set- 
tled: there can then be no doubt as 
to the result. We can all do much in a 
personal capacity, but to intermingle 
our official acts at this time with our 
personal. preferences would be to bring 
just criticism upon US, and possibly 
would work opposite to 
what we desire. 

The discussion continued for some 
time. Finally the report was adopted, 
only Councilman Vetter voting in the 
negative. 

The Finance Committee presented 
the following, the adoption of which 
completed the city’s right-of-way for 
the proposed Broadway tunnel: 

“In the matter of the proposition of,

BRIDGE CONTRACTS AWARDED. 


It had been expected that there 
would be a spirited contest over the 
question of awarding the contracts for 
the three new bridges which the city 
In order to settie 
any differences, a conference of the 
members was held during the noon 
hour, attended by several members 
other than those of the Bridge Com- 
mittce. At this session the several 
bids were again examined closely. It 
was found that the contract lay be- 
tween J. D. Mercereau of this city ond 
the California Bridge Company. The 
question of plans was also carefully 
considered, there being two sets of 
plans. That known as plan “A” con- 
sisted of an incomplete set of specifi- 
cations, the bidder to fill in important 
parts relating to the size and weight 
of certain materiol Plan “B” con- 
sisted of a clear-cut and distinct set 
of specifications, in which everything 
had been prepared for by the City En- 
gineer, and it was known just what 
would be required. arious combin:- 
tions of awards were suggested. It 
was found that if the Avenue 26 and 
Ninth-street bridges were awarded to 
the California Bridge Company and 
the Los Feliz bridge to Mercereau, tie 
cost would be $13,685. If Merce- 
reau were given all except the Ninth- 
street bridge under plan “B,” and that 
went to the other company under plan

AVALON’S OCEAN WHARF. 


SHALL WHARFAGE RATES - BE 


CHARGED OR NOT? 


Briefs Submitted to the Supervisors 
Relative to C, A. Sumner’s Pro- 
test Against the Bannings’ Al- 
leged Monopoly. 


Briefs were submitted to the Super- 
visors yesterday in the matter of the 
application of C. A. Sumner to fix 
wharfage rates for the Wilmington 
Transportation Company’s wharf on 
Catalina Island. The entire matter was 
continued until August 22, by consent 
of all parties. 

The facts bearing upon this applica- 
tion, as developed upon a former hear- 
ing before the board, are that the Wil- 
mington Transportation Company owns 
a wharf at Avalon, which, even beyond 
ordinary low tide, extends into the 
deep water of the Pacific Ocean. Some 
‘time during the month of July, C. A. 
Sumner applied-to the company for 
terms upon which a pleasure boat, con- 
taining himself and a party of friends, 
would be permitted to land at the 
wherf. The response was to the effect 
that such a privilege would not be 
granted, unless such party should first 
obtain regular round-trip tickets from 
San Pedro to the island at the regular 
fare of $2.25 per person, as issued by the 
transportation company. Mr. Sumner 
thereupon protested to the Board of 
Supervisors, contending that the pro- 
posed wharfage rates were exorbitant 
and in excess of the rates regularly es- 
tablished by the Supervisors. ; 

After citing numerous points and 
authorities, Mr. Sumner’s attorneys, 
Works & Lee, conclude their brief in 
effect as follows: 

“The Wilmington Transportation 
Company having devoted its prop‘erty 
to the public use, it must submit to 
be controlled by: the public for the com- 
mon good, to the extent of the interest 
it has thus created. In other words, 
they have by their own act placed | 
themselves in the precise position 
which they would occupy were they 
operating the wharf in question under 
a franchise. regularly granted. They 
cannot preclude the public from 
passing to or from the public streets 
upon the island, or to the places of 
public entertainment, or places of 
business thereon situated. The public 
have a right without discrimination to 
pass to and from these places. By 
their own .act, they have made. the 
only means of ingress and egress to and 
from the island the wharf in question. 
They ore using it in every particular 
exactly as they wéuld use the wharf 
if it were being. operated under a fran- 
chise regularly and duly granted. They, 
therefore, must submit themselves to 
having. the use of this property regu- 
lsted in precisely the same manner in 


In other words, they must have their 
charges for the use of the wharf by the 
general public regulated.and fixed: so 
that there is no discrimination, against 
any person desiring fo pass to and from 
the island. It is true that under the 
authorities they moy cease the use of 
the wharf altogether; but so long as 
it is used as a part of the common high- 
way in reaching the island,.they are 
subject to have the rates for such use 
fixed by the Supervigors. The spirit 
ond letter of our law is against monop- 
olies, and is in harmony with the the- 
ory that private property submitted to 
& public use is subj¢ct to public regu- | 
lation.”’ 

Bicknell, Gibson & Trask, counsel for 
the Wilmington Transportation Com- 
pany. in their reply brief, deny that 
Mr. Sumner asked for wharfage .when 
he communicated with the company, 
but rather for the privilege of landing 
on the island and passing over the pri- 
vote land under the control of the Ban- 
ning Company. They state that the 
postoffice at Santa Catalina Island is 
not wholly within the settlement of 
Avalon, but is kept in a building so 
that it may be epproached and busi- 
ness transacted with the office from the 
water, ‘without landing on the island. 
The statement that the only means of 
landing upon Catalina Island is over 
and by the wharf of the Wilmington 
Company, they say, is not true, be- 
cause the island is about twenty-two 
miles long. of an average width of three 
miles. and is washed by the ocean on 
all sides, ‘and has numerous estuaries, 
beaches and coves where landings may 
be had; that in point of fact landings 
may be made in the Bey of Avalon, 
and are made, by the permission of 
the Banning Company upon private 
lands under its control, without the use 
of the wharf referred to by Mr. Sum- 
ner. It is also averred as untrue that 
no person is permitted to land upon 
the island unless he passes over said 
wharf and submits to the payment of 
the charge demanded of petitioner. but 
the truth is, they say, that the Ban- 
ning Company, controlling the lands 
in its possession on the island, per- 
mits persons to land wherever it sees 
proper, upon such terms as it deems 
reasonable. 

The company then states that it does 
not possess any wharf franchise from 
the county, has never demanded or re- 
ceived any tolls for wharfage, and that 
the $2.25 demanded of Mr. Sumner was 
not a eharge for using the wharf, but 
wholly for permission to go upon and 
cross the private lands controlled hy 
the company. The wharf, it is finally 
stated, is used only as a private wharf 
in connection with the private business 
ofthe Wilmington Transportation Com- 
pany, and that whenever any boat for 
the public carriage of freight or pas- 
sengers is permitted to Vand at the 
wharf, it does so without any charge 
the company having the same _ in 
charge, and not otherwise. 

Under this state of facts, the Wil- 
mington Transportation Company sub- 
mits that the wharf is private prop- 
erty, used solely as such for the pri- 
vate purposes of the company, that the 
land, for the privilege of entering upon 
which the Banning Company demanded 
of Mr. Sumner $2.25, is private property. 
Therefore, it argues, it is clear that the 
Supervisors have no jurisdiction to en- 


tertain, or take any oction whatsoever 


upon the protest and petition of Mr. 
Sumner, except to dismiss the same 
for want of jurisdiction.

CATTLE LIFTER. 


Escapes Naked From Magistrate’s 
Shop, Only to Be Recaptured 
While Confiding to a 

Friendly Justice.

SOLOMONVILEE (Ariz.,) Aug. 11.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] “Climax 
Jim,” alias James Thomas, alias Rufus 
Nephews, is the star boarder at pres- 
ent» tn the jail of Graham county. 
“Climax” is a comparativély recent im- 
portation from the East. In Arizona 
he has spent more time jin jail than on 
the range. A few weeks ago, east of 
this point, he appropriated to himself 
a small band of cattle of the “C.€,C.” 
brand, the property of the Chiricahua 
Cattle Company, whereof J. V. Viekers 
of Los Angeles is general manager. 
“Climax” obliterated the three Cs and 
invented a brand of his own, best to 
be described as the “Star-Bar-Circle 
brand. The cattle were missed from 
the range and sheriffs of surrounding 
counties were notified .by wire. Sheriff 
Beeler of Apache county made the haul 
of cattle baron and stock in short 
order, 

Taken before a justice of the peace 
at Springerville, the prisoner, after be- 
ing remanded, asked the privilege of 
changing his clothes. . For the purpose 
he was given*the use of the town black- 
smith shop, wherein the local magis- 
trate spends the hours not passed upon 
the woolsack. The prisoner’s clothes 
were found when the door was again 
opened, but “Climax,” stripped to the 
skin, had climbed through the low 
chimney and escaped. Some one in the 
vicinity furnished him with clothing, 
@ horse, and weapons. His trail pointed 
southward. ‘“Climax’’ was soon after 
apprehended, as he was telling his 
thrilling tale to a butcher friend, in- 
cidentally a justice of the péace, -in 
Morenci. When Sheriff Beeler arrived 
in Solomonville later, it was to find his 
elusive acquaintance safely under luck 
and key. 

The unlucky thirteenth prisoner to 
be placed in the County Jail was Ra- 
mon Pinera. Friday night there was a 
nasty fight in a Mexican den at Mo* 
renci, knives being freely used. An- 
tonio Sias was stabbed in the back, 
the knife thrust fairly cutting the heart 
in two. Another Mexican was also 
stabbed, but not dangerously. The 
culprits were Pinera- and a_ fellow 
named Guiterrez. The latter escaped.

who were driving the band narrowly 
escaped arrest by managing to spur 
their horses across the line before they 
could be overtaken by the Mexicons. 
The transaction had in it nothing of 
criminality. The cowboys were trying 
to deliver the horses to-their Mexican 
owners and upon their proper range. 


GLOBE, 


From a Cage—Apache 
Wasasail, 

GLOBE (Ariz.,) Aug. 12.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] ‘George W. Towner, 
a miner in the employ of the Old Do- 
minion Copper Company, fell from an‘ 
ascending cage to the bottom of the 
main shaft, a distance of 650 feet. 
The body was found horribly mangled. 
Towner was alone in the cage, in 
charge of a stull; a large piece of. min- 
ing timber. The upper end. of. the 
Stull .was allowed to hit a projecting 
timber in the shaft wall. As a result 
the lower end waé& férced through’ the 
bottom of the cage, and Towner was 
precipitated to the bottom. '

bed his sister, her demise following in 
short order. Peace officers rounded up 
the whole band of twenty-four Indians, 
and placed them in the County Jail. 

The late rains were destructive to 
several long stretches of roadbed on 
the Globe end of the Gila Valley Rail- 
way. Near Gilson’s, fully 600 feet of 
road and bridges had to be replaced, 
and culverts have been taken away 
by the dozen. For a while passengers 
and express mattér were transferred 
by wagon to Globe, a distance of four 
miles. In the town considerable dam- 
age Was done by the flood waters of 
several small creeks that flow into 
Pinal Creek. A part of the lower-lying 
section was flooded. 7

TAXATION—GOVERNMENT INTER- 
STS. 

S. S. S.: The State of California has 
athority to impose taxation for State 
purposes upon that portion of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad and _ telegraph 
line in connection therewith lying 
within its limits. A railroad corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of a 
State canot claim an exemption of its 
property lying within the limits of a 
State from State taxation because the 
corporation thus created has been sub- 

pequently adopted by the Federal gov- 
ernment, and is employed in the service 
of the general government in the car- 
rying of mails, munitions of war, ete. 
The principle upon which the business 
of a corporation created by the Fed- 
eral government as an agent in the ex- 
ecution of its powers is exempt from 
State taxation does not apply to the 
real property of the corporation’ lying 
within the limits of a State. 

As to vessels: A steamboat whose 
owners reside elsewhere, as in New 
York and by whom it was sent to be 
used in navigation within the State is 
liable to assessment and taxation. But 
@ vessel registered out of the State and 
never here except transiently in the 
course of her voyages for the purpose 
of receiving and discharging cargo is 
not subject to assessment for taxes 
within the State. And in such a case 


it makes no difference that the vessel> 


is owned in part by residents of the 


State

James Ks Jones, a Senator from Ar- 
kansas, is the chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. He is an 
invalid, at present in Europe, st ug- 
gling against death, and those most 
familiar with his condition deciare 
that he will never be able to partici- 
pate actively in’ public affairs again. 
His malady is called by the doctors an- 
gina pectoris, and those who escape it 
are few and far between. Jones is a 


|man strong only in his own conceit. 
_He is enamored of the power, author- 


ity and notoriety given to him by the 
chairmanship of the Natiorial Commit- 
tee of a great party. He does not 
want to give up that power and au- 
thority, and yet js unable to perforin 
any of the duties pertaining to the 
position. He has been urged to re- 
sign the chairmanship, so that active 
hands could take the helm; but he has 
refused, and is even unwilling that a 
deputy, or vice-chairman should dis- 
charge any functions in his absence. 


‘This has brought the work of organi- 


zation to a standstill. 
& 

It is recognized by the Democratic 
leaders that Col. Bryan is more popular 
with the masses of the party now than 
he was in 1896. At the same time 


there is no denying that Bryan nas 


lost caste with the leaders during the 
past two years. In this respect he re- 
sembles Cleveland between ’85 and ’93. 
The leaders and bosses were nearly all 
opposed to Cleveland in ’88 and ’92, 
but the rank and file of the party com- 
pelled them to nominate him. It is 
known to the writer that every dele- 
gate to the Democratic National Con- 
vention of 1892 from the States of 
Missouri, Illinois, Texas and Arkan- 
sas, was opposed to nominating Cleve- 
land, yet every man of them voted for 
him in the convention. It will proba- 
bly be the same way with Bryan next 
year. 

The head and front of the anti- 
Bryan movement is Senator Arthur P. 
Gorman of Moryland. Mr. Gorman 
supported Bryan in 1896, though dis- 
liking the candidate and hating the 
platform. But Gorman was bound to 
keep “regular,’’ and even was willing 
to take an active part in managing 
the campaign. He was proposeli by 
Chairman Jones of the National Com- 


mittee for the chairmanship of the 
Campaign Committee. Mr. Bryan, 
however, promptly vetoed the _ selec- 


tion. It is now pretty well known that 
it was Mrs. Bryan who induced ‘her 
husband to reject the offer of Gor- 
man’s generalship. Gorman is a man 
who never shows anger. and who 
never perspires. But he has a beauti- 
ful memory. He shed no tears when 
Bryan was beaten, and since then he 
has been quietly getting in his work 
undermining him. 

Gorman and Bryan again ran foul 
of each other when the treaty of peace 
with Spain was before the Senate for 
ratification. Gorman opposed ue rati- 
fication of the treaty with all the 
power and skill for which he {s noted. 
Bryan went to Washington ani ad- 
vocated the ratification of the treaty. 


of the treaty had two more than the 
necessary two-thirds when the roll 
was called. It is admitted that Bryan 
influenced six Senators to vote for the 
treaty. It is more than probable that 
Gorman would have carried his point 
if Bryan head not interfered. The re- 
sult, however, is an additional reason 
for Gorman’s hetred of Bryan. 
* 

Mr. Gorman announcad to his friends 
about two months ago that he would 
be a candidate for the Presidential 
nomination before the next Democratic 
National Convention. He will undoubt- 
edly be backed by Maryland, probably 
by Pennsylvania, West Virginia, New 
York, New Jersey and New England. 
With scattering votes from other 
States he hopes to be able to control 
more than one-third of the delegates. 
It’ goes without saying that Mr. Gor- 
man does not expect to receive the 
nomination himself. His object is to 


}tie the convention, create a deadlock 


and prevent he nomination of Bryan. 
Gorman—and, by the way, he is no 
rainbow-chaser—believes he can do 
this. It is probable that he will have 
either the open or covert support of a 
majority of the Democratic Senators, 
and it is-equally likely that some of the 
strongest men in_the party in the 
Southern and Eastern States will read- 
ily acquiesce if not assist in the under- 
taking. 
s 

The Southern men, who still retain 
much of the characteristic dignity of 
the old-time statesmen of that section, 
are displeased with Bryan’s conduct in 
gallivanting about the, country lectur- 
ing to cheap audiences, and making 
money out of the notoriety or fame that 
came to him as the candidate of a 


great party for the Presidency. It is 
palpable that Bryan’s chief effort 
since his defeat for’ the Presi- 


dency has been to keep before the peo- 
ple. The Southern statesmen who wear 
long-tailed Prince Albert coats, low- 
cut vests and white, shining and ex- 
pansive shirt fronts, regard this as un- 
dignified and unworthy of a man who 
would be President. But the chief 
reason of the increasing opposition to 
Bryan within the Democratic party is a 
growing fear that he cannot be elected. 
They believe that the Gold Democrats 
who opposed Bryan in ’96 would do it. 
over again, as a matter of pride, if for 
no other reason, in 1900. The Southern 
Democrats are believers in ‘principle 
to a large extenf, but it is not giving 
away a secret to say that they regard 
success as the cornerstone of principle. 
Another reason for Southern -,opposi- 
tion to Bryan: There was too much 
Mrs. Bryan in the campaign of ’96. 
Mrs. Bryan went everywhere with her 
husband. At the secret conferences be- 
tween her husband and the party lead- 
ers she insisted on being present. At 
one conference held at the Windsor 
Hotel in New York in the early days of 
the °96 campaign, ex-Gov. Hogg: of 
Texas bluntly informed Mr. Bryan. in 
the presence of Mrs. Bryan that he 
could not enter into the consideration 
of important party matters in the 
presence of a woman. He asaid ye 
the 
South, and the only women he ever 
saw engaged in politics .were some 
short-haired Populists that went down 
from Kansas. Mrs. Bryan withdrew 


on that occasion, but she did not take 


the hint permanently. She wanted to 
arrange her husband’s speaking en- 
gagements, to consult with the’ State 
organizers, to adjust factional dis- 
putes, to handle the candidate’s corre- 
spondence, to inquire into the source 
and expenditure of campaign funds, 
etc. This did not suit the party lead- 
ers, Many of whom are saying now 
that they would prefer a candidate 
who would keep his wife at home to 
look after the children, | 

While Mr. Gorman is willing to be- 
come a psuedo candidae for the purpose” 
of holding a third of the convention to 
ereate a deadlock to beat Bryan, it 
need not be imagined that he {is going

It will be remembered that the friends | 


name is ‘Winfield Scott Schley, and he 
is a Rear-Admiral in the Navy. Schley 
comes from an old Maryland Demo~ 
cratic famiiy, and has always been a 
Democrat himself to the mild extent 
that army and navy officers permit 
themselves to be identified with party 
politics. While army officers who have 
distinguished themsélves in war have 
frequently been chosen President of the 
United States, it is a remarkable fact 
that no naval officer has been honored 
with the Chief Magistracy. 

The Democrats for a while hoped that 
they could utilize the great name and 
fame of Dewey as their candidate, but 
they discovered that Dewey was a Re- 
publican, and like Gen. Sherman ut- 
terly opposed to undertaking the duties 
of the Presidency undér any circum- 
stances, Former Secretary of the Navy 
William C. Whitney went to Europe 
about three weeks ago to meet Dewey 
on his way home and try and induce 
him to permit the use of his name in 
the Democratic National Convention. 
A. communication from Whitney met 
Dewey at Suez, and a few days after 
Whitney cabled Dan Lamont in New 
York that the jig was up. 

It can be safely assumed that the 
opposition to Bryan will ultimately set- 
tle on Rear-Admiral Schley as the fa- 
vorite candidate. After Schley, Augus- 
tus Van Wyck of New York is being 
considered. Van Wyck is a respectable, 
conservative man, who served a dozen 
éars or more on the bench, and was 
forced by Croker, the Tammany boss, 
to run against Theodore Roosevelt for 
Governor of New York last fall. He 
is a brother of the present Mayor of 
New York, a native of. North Carolina, 
though of old New York ancestry, and 
fought four years in the Confederate 
army. 

Another man, whom the opponents 
of Bryan bait with the Presidency from 
time to time, is ex-Gov. William J. 
Stone of Missouri. With the exception 
of ex-Gov. Altgeld of Illinois, Stone is | 
head and shoulders in point of ability 
above any Chicago platform Democrat 
in the Middle Western States. Stone, 
too, is ambitious. He has no great 
love for Bryan, but he is desirous of 
being on the winning side. If Stone 
were satisfied that there was a good 
chance to beat Bryan in the conven- 
tion, he would not hesitate to dump 
him; but so long as Bryan is appar- 


“< 


ently on top, Stone will stand by him. 


At the recent meeting of the Demo- 


cratic National Committee at Chicago 


Stone was chosen vice chairman, but 
his hands were tied. He was author- 
ized to appoint certain committees 
“with the approval of Chairman Jones.” 
Stone had Jones’s resignation of the 
chairmanship in his pocket when he 
left St. Louis for Chicago to attend 
the meeting, but when he reached Chi- 
cago he found a cable message from 
Jones recalling the resignation. It was 
the general understanding that Gor- 
man induced Jones to hold on a little 
longer. Both Gorman and Bryan claim 
the fidelity of Jones. The Arkansas 
man is weak, btu wily, an is equally 
smooth with both sides. His centra: 
idea is to look out for Jones. It is 
probable that if a test came between 
the two. leaders, Gorman could safely 
and Jones in his camp. For this rea- 
son Gorman was opposed to making a 
strong man like Stone chairman of 
the committee, and if Jones lives it is 
probable that he will hold on until the 
next convention meets. 
* * 


There are two issues on which the: 
party leaders are very much divided: 
free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 
the new and great question of national 
expansion. As it is well known, Bryan 
is an anti-expansionist. On the other 
hond, Stone is an expansionist and 
calls on the great fathers of Democracy 
to sustain his position. Gorman is an 
anti-expansionist, but an opportunist. 
He would not hesitate to support an ex- 
pansion platform if Schley should be; 
the candidate. Gorman made speeches’ 
in Moryland in favor of free ccinage at 
16 to 1 in ’96, but tflis year he declares 
that it would be criminal folly to put 
16 to 1 again in the platform. There is 
a very general disposition among the 
party leaders to put 16 to 1 on the re- 
tired list, but Col. Bryan regards the 
ratio as his chief hold on the party and 
on the nomination, and he will not hear 
with patience any proposition to re- 
tire the coinage question from the cen- 
tral position in the platform. Bryan 
desires the reaffirmation of the Chicago 
platform without change, with the ad- 
dition of a “burning” plank condemn- 
ing expansion. Here is where the row 
is likely to occur. The young men of 
the Democracy are almost to a man in 
favor of expansion, in favor of holding 
on to everything that the valor of 
American soldiers and sailors won 
while the old men favor the policy of 
Bryan and are ready to vocate the 
immediate withdrawal o ur troops 
from the Philippines. The young men 
were in an overwhelming majority in 
the convention of '96, and it is not im- 
probable that they will also control the 


“convention of next year. 


Col. Bryan and his friends threaten 
that if Gorman dead-locks the conven- 
tion by controlling one-third .of the 
delegates, they will abrogate the time- 
honored two-thirds rule of Democratic 
national conventions, and adopt the 
Republicans’ plan of nominating by a 
majority vote. It only requires a 
majority to adopt a platform, and con- 
sequently only a majority to make a 
ghost of the two-thirds’ rule. The 
Gorman people declare that the forcible 
abrogation of the two-thirds’ rule in 
the interest of a candidate would be 
revolutionary. The Bryan people re- 
tort that the defeat of the will of one 
less than two-thirds of the delegates 
by one more than one-third of the dele- 
gates would be revolutionary, 
more unjust and utterly absurd. The 
Gorman: people say that if Bryan is 
not the nominee for President, all the 
Democrats who abandoned the party 
in 1896: will return to the fold next 
year. The Bryan people answer that 
not more than one hundred thousand 
Democrats went astray in 1896, while 
2.000,000 Populists joined the Democratic 
party. Shall we swap 2,000,000 southern 
and western votes, they ask, for 100,000 
eastern dilettante? And there you are! 


There is a prospect of some fun over 
the Democratic Vice-Presidential nomi- 
nation. There are several candidates 
and some of them have barl’s. The 
most eager candidate at this time is 
Oliver H. P. Belmont of New York. 
He has east his lot with Bryan. 
George Fred Williams of Massachu- 
setts is a candidate, and it is said has 
the covert favor of Col. Bryan. John 
R. McLean, the wealthy proprietor of 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, is also an as- 
pirant for the second place on the 
ticket—and there are others. No one 
thinks of renominating poor Mr. Sewall 
of Maine, who was Bryan’s running 
mate in 1896. 

Oliver Belmont is, undoubtedlv. the 
most picturesque candidate, so far. He 
is new to politics. His older brothér, 
Perry Belmont, has been in politics 
some time, served a couple of terms 
in Congress and was Minister to Spain. 
Oliver entered politics as the result of 
a family quarrel. He married the 
divorced wife of William K. Vanderbilt. 
This displeased all the, Belmonts. Mrs. 
Vanderbilt-Belmont is a strone-minded. 
pushing woman. Through the united 
efforts of the Vanderbilts and the RBel- 
monts, she was socially cut in New 
York and Newport after her marriage 
to her present husband. Perry Belmont 
bolted Bryan in 1896. Last spring 
Bryan and Perry Belmont had some 
sharp correspondence. Oliver Belmont 
then took his first plunge in politics by 
defending Bryan and advocating nearly 
everything his brother disap- 
proved of. Perry Belmont was the 
head end front of what was called the 
ten-dollor Democratic’ dinne’ New 
York. whereupon Oliver espoused the 
one-dollordinnerand linked his fortunes 
with that end of the party. Perry and 
his brother August and their sisters 
cut Oliver for marrying Mrs. Vander- 
bilt. Soon it became Oliver’s turn to

The Bachelor is by Judge Murray (son 
of the great record-smasher, Ten 
Broeck,) out of Spinster by Springbok, 
the hero of the dead heat for the 
memorable Saratoga cup of 1875. 

Tod Sloan may ride the Futurity win- 
ner, after all said and done. He will 
ride Maribert, and as Mesmerist, by 
some unaccountable neglect, was not 
nominated in the Futurity, it may be a 
ding-dong finish between David Gar- 
rick and Maribert, the latter of which 
is said to be rapidly improving.

They were the progeny of young mares 
who had no reputation as dams of win- 
ners on the turf, and hence the seem- 
ing “sin of omission.’’ Mesmerist is 
in the Platbush stakes at Gravesend, 
and two or threé other events worth 
over $7000 apiece; and on paper, just 
at the present writing, those races look 
like so many gifts to him. Mesmerist 
is by imported Albert, son of Albert 
Victor, brother to the Derby winner, 
George Frederick, but a much better 
horse even if he did not win the Derby. 
His dam, Hoodoo, is by Imp. Darebin, 
the great Australian horse who won the 
Derby and Sydney cup. Darebin is al~ 
ready a thoroughly-tried sire, and, 
whlie he is far from being a handsome 
horse, I consider him a very valuable 
importation. His daughters breed well 
to all sorts and conditions of sires. 
The famous mare Roseville, sister 
to Azra, who won the Kentucky Derby 
of 1892, and dam of Ben Brush, who 
not only won that race in 1896, but the 
Suburban ‘of the following year as 
well. died at Eugene Leigh’s old farm 
in Kentucky about a week ago. She 
was eleven years old, and leaves a 
yearling filly, sister to Ben Brush. The 
cause of Roseville’s death is said to 
have been blood poisoning. It is a pity 
she died so young, as the Reform mares

Many Chinamen on the Mexican

EL PASO (Tex.,) Aug. 12.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] A few days ago Se- 
cret Service Agent Burns arrested at 
Pecos, Tex., J. C. McKibbin, alias Will 
Scott, on a charge of counterfeiting 
currency. He is in the El Paso County 
Jail, in default of $5000 bail, awaiting 
the action of the Federal grand jury. 
In his possession were found photo- 
eraphs of bills bearing the head of 
Webster, $10 denominations, $5 notes 
with Jackson’s head, and a $20 note of 
the Hanover National Bank of .New 
York. The prisoner claims that he is 
a photographer, and that he made the 
negatives for advertising purposes. 
The secret-service officers believe they 
have captured an old offender, and a 
member of a dangerous gang of coun- 
terfeiters, who have been conducting 
operations on an extensive scale. 

‘The citizens of El Paso are taking 
active measures to give a midwinter 
carnival, at which a ‘series of enter- 
tainments, to include a wild west show, 
shooting tournament, hunting party, 
and a bull fight and flesta at Juarez, 
across the river, are to be prominent 
features.

ce A CENTURY OF LITIGATION. 


A HISTORY OF THE LEGAL BATTLES LOS ANGELES 
HAS FOUGHT FOR HER WATER RIGHTS. 


From an Occastonal Contributor. 


rw’ 


HEN Gov. Felipe de Neve, in 
1ic., founded the Pueblo of 
Los Angeles, the waters of the 
Rio Porciuncula flowed un- 
vexed by riparian ownérshtp to the ir- 
rigable lands of the colony. There 
were no settlers on the river above the 


pueblo. Its waters belonged to the 
pobladores (colonists) by “regla- 
mento” of Gov. de Neve, confirmed 


by royal decree from King Carlos IIL 
of Spain. 

Sixteen years after the first settle- 
ment of the pueblo, the mission of San 
Fernando was founded. At first the 
padres of San Fernando and the po- 
bladores of Los Angeles seem to have 
gotten along amicably. But as the 
mission grew in importance and the 
neophyte population increased, the ir- 


rigable lands of the mission were insuf-. 


ficient to supply grain for the neo 
phytes; so the padres cast about to 
find more irrigable lands. They found 
them on the banks of the Los Angeles 
River; and then in the first years of 
the present century was begun that 
contest over the right to the waters of 
the river that has been carried down 
through successive generations to the 
closing years of the century, and, for 
aught we can see to the contrary, will 
be carried into the next. 

The first legal contest over water 
rights on the Los Angeles River was 
begun in 1810. The padres of San Fer- 
nando had caused a dam to be con- 
structed at Cahuenga, by which the 
waters of the river were diverted from 
its channel. The authorities of the 
pueblo protested, and appointed a com- 
mittee to’ investigate. ‘The committee 
reported that the dam cut off the 
source of the pueblo’s water supply, 
thereby causing great damage and suf- 
fering to the people of the town. The 
padres denied the allegation, and set 
up a claim to the water on the plea 
that the dam had been used by a pre- 
vious occupant of the land for four- 
teen years, There were no lawyers 
in California then, and the contestants 
fought their legal battle to a finish 
among themselves. The padres were 
finally compelied to concede the justice 
of the pueblo’s claim to the waters of 
the river. They asked and were 
granted permission to use enough water 
to irrigate a small tract of land to 
supply the mission with corn. This 
was granted, with a definite under- 
standing that, should the _ settlers’ 
water supply at any time run short, 
the mission should cease to use the 
viver water. The agreement between 
the contestants was signed March 26, 
1810, and was approved by Gov. Arre- 
llaga. 

Time passes. Spain no longer con- 
trols the destinies of California, but 
the missions, in the language of a 
protest in the old archives, ‘‘still main- 
tain their proud old notions of being 
the owners of all the natural products 
of forest and field.” 

The pueblo had won its suit for pos- 
session of the waters of the river under 
the rule of monarchical Spain, but it 
must again contend for its right under 
republican Mexico. 

In the proceedings of the most illus- 
trious ayuntamiento of Los Angeles 
October 8, 1833, is this entry: ‘The 
ayuntamiento of this town, finding it 
absolutely necessary to obtain by all 


means possible the prosperity of our. 


fellow citizens residing in this com- 
munity, so as to facilitate the greatest 
advantages to their interest; we have 
been compelled to name an individual 
with sufficient power from this body to 
defend with all the power of the law 
the question arising between this cor- 
poration and the reverend father, the 
teacher of the San Fernando Mission, 
with reference to his claim on the lands 
called Cahuenga, where said father 
has built a house and made other im- 
provements (constructed a dam in the 
river.) Notwithstanding, the lands are 
known as public lands. To that effect 
we name citizen José Antonio Carrillo. 
on whom sufficient power is conferred 
to prosecute, defend and allege ac- 
cording to law before the proper tri- 
bunals the questions between the cor- 


poration of this town and the reverend. 


father of the mission of San Fernando. 
Said Carrillo may refer to this ayunta- 
miento at any time for all information 
and documents. Unanimously ordered 
by this corporation.” 

Carrillo. who was at that time AIl- 
calde of Los Angeles, and also a mem- 
ber of the Territorial Legislature, al- 
though not a practicing lawyer, was 
well versed in the law and one of the 
ablest men of California. 

He won his case. 
father abandoned his claim to the Ca- 
huenga, conceded the claims of the 
avuntamiento and allowed the waters 
of the river, unpent, to flow to the 
pueblo. Two years later the mission 
of San Fernando was secularized. Then 
contention between the pueblo and the 
mission fathers over the waters of the 
river that had existed for more than a 
generation was ended forever. In 
every contest the pobladores of the 
pueblo had won. 

The mission property passed into the 
hands of an agent or commissioner of 
the government, and he, too, like his 
predecessors of San Fernando, had to 
learn that the river waters belonged 
to the pueblo, or city, as it had now 
become. In the session of the Ayunta- 
miento of April 7, 
said “that the party in charge of San 
Fernando Mission was damming the 
water of the river at Cahuenga,” as 
he had been informed by a commission 
he had appointed to Investigate. ‘The 
damming of the city’s river water was 
reducing the supply in the public reser- 
vcir and causing injury to this vi- 
cinity.” He said that he acquainted 
the Ayuntamiento of these facts, ‘so 
that it might take measures to protect 
the interests of the community.” The 
City Attorney and Regidor Lugo were 
appointed a committee to defend the 
city’s rights. 

At the next session ‘‘the City At- 
torney, as one of the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the damming 
of one of the branches of the river 
by the man in charge of the ex-Mission 
of San Fernando, gave as his opinion 
that there was sufficient water in the 
‘city’s river’ to supply the main zanja 
and the private zanjas;”’ but. he said, 
furthermore, ‘‘that the man in charge 
of, San Fernando had promised him 
that in case said dam should break 
and damage the city reservoir that 
he (the man) would repair the same 
at his own expense, and if the supply 
of water should at any time fall short 


in the river he would _ break 
said dam that he had con- 
structed and. allow all the water 
to flow into the river.” Thus 


we see in the early days of the pueblo 
the authorities guarded with fealous 
care the pueblo’s water rights. There 
wos no dallying with adverse clain- 


ants: no allowing of cases to go by 
default: no jeopardizing the _ city's 


rights by criminal delay. The old re- 
gidores might be “poco tiempo” in some 
things, but when the city’s water -ights 
were in danger they were prompt to 
act. 

Nor did they guard their claim to 
the waters of the river alone, The 
royal reglamento gave the pueblo the 
right to the waters of the springs as 
well as to the river. 

In.the city archives is a parallel case 
to the Crystal Springs controversy, It 
is the “Aguage de los Abilos,”. the 
spring,of the Abilas, During the great 
flood of 1815 the river cut a new chan- 
nel for itself, along \the edge of the 
mesa on the western side of the val- 
ley. It left its old channel at the point 
of the hills and flowed down the valiey

your knife in -your mouth when 


very nearly on what is now the line 


of San Fernando and Alameda streets. 
It subsequently returned to its old 


channel on the eastern side of its ~al- 
ley. For many years after, along the 
base of the hills where the San Fer- 
nando Depot grounds now are, and 
below that where the Beaudry water- 
works were formerly located, there 
were springs formed by the percolation 
of the water through the old river chan- 
nel. Along. about 1826 or ‘27, Fran- 
cisco Abila was allowed to use the 
Waters of the largest of these springs 
for irrigation. 

In 1833 his widow, Sefiora Encarna- 
cion Sepulveda, applied for a land 
grant and the exclusive possession of 
this spring on the plea of having had 
the exclusive use of the spring for a 
long time. The case was argued in 
the Ayuntamiento, and that august 
body promptly decided it against her. 
While its decision is not couched in 
the legal verbiage of a Supreme-Court 
decision, it nevertheless abounds in 
good sense and good law points. 

This is the decision: ‘‘The illustrious 
Ayutamiento decided that the spring 
in question should be held for the ben- 
efit of the public, who would be in- 
jured if thig epring belonged to a pri- 
vate individual. Furthermore, this il- 
lustrious Ayutamiento informed 
that the immediate neighborhood is in 
need of the water from that spring. 
In this particular, Capt. Don José 
Noriega, who granted said Abila the 
use of this spring, decreed as follows: 
‘The said water springs are hereby 
granted to Abila in case the public 
does not desire to use its waters.’ 

“This Ayuntamiento also takes into 
consideration that when said spring 
was granted to the late Francisco 
Abila, the number of residents in this 
city was not as large as now. Also 
at that time said Avila possessed a 
svall orchard, which he irrigated with 
the waters of this spring, but at pres- 
ent he does not possess any lands; 
and there is nothing to irrigate on his 
former place. Sefiora Encarnacion 
Sepulveds has no more right to the 
waters of this spring than any other 
resident, it being community property. 
She as well as the rest of the. com- 
munity shall apply to the Alcalde for 
a permit at any time they may need 
to use the water of said spring.” 

It was ordered that this decision be | 
published os an ordinance of the city. 

During the sixty-six years that Los 
Angeles was under Spanish and Mexi- 
can domination, no cloud was: allowed 
to rest on the water rights of the 
pueblo or. of its successor, but during 
the fifty-two years of American rule 
clouds have shadowed it, nor have 
they all rolled by. I have space in 
this only to briefly glance at a few of 
the legal contests which the city has 
fought over its water rights of late 
years. 

In 1873 the city of Los Angeles 
brought suit against Lech’ McL. Bald- 
win to quiet its title to two irrigation 
heads of water that said Baldwin and 
others were appropriating and claim- 
ing to own. These heads were taken 
from the river and used on Los Feliz 
Rancho. The court held that, so far as 
appears from the evidence given, the 
city is not the owner of the “corpus: 
of the water of the river. By reason 
of this decision and failure to prosecute 


a former action brought against the 
same parties, the city in 1884 paid 
50,000 to buy back these two irrigation 
heads of water eto some other privi- 
leges lost by default. —. 
i" suit was brought by Anastacio 
Feliz against the city of Los Angeles 


for cutting off the water of the river. 
from the plaintiff’s ditch. In this case | 
the court found that ever since the, 


foundation of the pueblo in. 1781 the 
pueblo or its sucessor, the city, had 
claimed the exclusive right to use all

The Judge of the lower court (Mc- 
Nealy) granted a perpetual injiunciion, 
enjoining the city from depriving the 
plaintiff Feliz of sufficient river water 
for irrigation and domestic use. The 
Supreme Court set aside the injunction 
and reversed the judgment of th: 
lower court. The Supreme Court, how- 
ever, held in its decision, that if there 
wos a surplus in the river over and 
above the needs of the lands siiuacerl 
within the city limits, 
might be appropriated by rmparian 
owners above the city, but that the 
city could not sell water to nertics 
outside of its limits to the detriment 
of riparian owners above it. This de- 
cision wes rendered before our mu- 
nicipal expansion began.

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QUESTION OF PRIVILEG 


LAUNCH VAINLY ATTEMPTS TO 
LAND PASSENGERS AT AVALON, 


Legal Wharfage Fee Refused by the 
Bannings—Property-owner Pre- 
vented from Taking Guests to 
His Land—A Test Case for Jndi- 
cial Decision. 


The right of the Bannings, as the 
owners of farta Catalina Island, to 
prevent boats not under their control 
from landing passengers on the island 
shores until the regular passage rate 
has bFeen paid by each, is at last to bs 
settled in the courts. To make a test 
case, ihe legal wharfage fee was 
yesterday tendered by a captain de- 
sirous of landing a launchload of pas- 


sengers at Avalon. The retainers of 
the Bannings refused the money, pre- 
vented a landing, ahd forcibly re- 
strained an owner of property in Ava- 
lon from taking some of the passen- 
gers to his own lend as his guests. 

The Banning Company yesterday 
morning received word that the launch, 
J. C. Elliott of San Pedro, would ar- 
rive {in Avalon Bay during the day 
from Long Beach, with the determina- 
tion of landing her passengers on the 
island. The leunch was sighted about 
11 o'clock. At 12 o’clock it came into 
the bay. Capt. Taylor was in command 
and on board were Attorney John W. 
Kemp of Los Angeles. Harry Wilson, 
a constable of Long Beach, and sev- 
eral other passengers, among them two 
women. As soon as the launch dropped 
anchor, it was met by the Avalon 
officers 9nd members of the Banning: 
Company, 
that he would not be permitted to land 
his passengers. 

The leunch started off again toward 
San. Pedro, but ‘came back to the 
steamer wharf. The captain claims 


‘that he tendered wharfage in the sum 


of $3.50. which is the amount pr2- 
scribed by the Board of Supervisors of 
Los Angeles county for all boats of less 
than 109 tons. The amount was re- 
fused on the ground that the wharf js 
a private one, and that the regulation 
applies only to public wharfs.

COLUMBIA RIVER SALMON. 
With just one mere week of the open 
season, the spring salmon pack on 
Columbia River promises’ to show a 
shortage of nearly one*hifndred thou- 
sand cases. lt is complained that with 
plenty of fish just outside, Says the 
West Coast Trade, for some mysteri- 
ous reason, they would not enter the 
river. The fact is, however, that cold- 
storage operators have absorbed a 
good deal larger percentage of the 
catch than usual, through the fact 
that they have paid 614¢@7% for salmon 
which the canners could handle only 
at 5@6. It is interesting to note that 
despite the “success of the combine, 
usually called a trust, this season that 
fishermen have been enabled to se- 
cure better value for their catches by 
from 20 to 50 per cent. than for. many 
years. 


A SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA IN- 
DUSTRY. Having visited now nearly 
all the largest seed-growers on the 
Pacific Coast, writes Henry F. Michell, 
from Los Angeles, in the Phila- 
delphia Ledger, I feel satisfied that the 
seed-growing for America, if not for 


Europe, will be done in California, 
on account of the favorable 
weather for it. Although very little | 


rain falls for nine months of the year, 
the moisture is supplied from the air 
and by irrigation. Most of the large 
growers have plenty of water from 
artesian wells, which flow - profusely. 
Here the seed ripens up so perfectly 
that it is nearly 10¢-per-cent. ger- 
mination test. The growers here are 
having such excellent success with 
asters, verbenas, candy tuft, cosmos, 
cobae, smilax and sweet peas, that this 
country will soon supply these seeds, 
Which have heretofore been imported. 
The growers are just now harvesting 
and curing calla and freesia bulbs, 
prior to shipping them to the East. 
The bulbs are in very fine condition, 
and will, no doubt, sive the best satis- 
faction. 


CALIFORNIA CURED FRUIT. It 
is safe to assume that within a few 
years the largest prune production of: 
any one season thus far will be 
doubled. In the year 1897 the product 
of cured fruits in Cal‘fornia and Ore- 
gon, says Philo Hersey of San José, 
exclusive of apples and raisins, was 
150,000,000 pounds, of which 100,000,000 
pounds were prunes, 25,000,000 aprieots 
and 25,000,000 pounds of peaches and 
other fruits. pris 

It is gratifying to state that a mar- 
ket for the entire amount was found 
by 125,000,000 pounds being consumed 
in American and the balance in foreign 
markets. The export trade exceeded 
all precedent, and relieved the home 
market to such an extent as to make 
it possible to dispose of the large ma- 
jority readily. The shortage in the 
foreign product and the favor in which 
our fruits are held in Europe wrought 
greatly to our advantage. 

This advantage we cannot always 
have in assurance, as @ good crop in 
Europe in the chief product, prunes, 
is in excess of the European demand. 
However, our apricots, peaches and 
pears will continususly take prece- 
dences in Europe, and we may look 
forward with assurance to a _ good 
export demand fer these goods. 

The home market for 1897-98 ex- 
ceeded all former years, and it is 
reasonable to believe that with in- 
creasing population. improved qualitv 
and extended familiarity with their 
use, our cured fruits wil] be consumed 
in largely-increased quantities. | 

Enormous as the use of 125.000.0900 
pounds,by our people seems, still each 
individual has to consume but, one 
ounce in two weeks to cause it all 
to disappear, and if by custom. chance 
or desire for luxury, the demand rises 
to one ounce per day, we would have 
to import 1,625.600.000 pounds; or 
crease our production 1300 per cent. 
And this is making no provision for 
Hawaii or Cuba. 

Surely our people cannot yet be sur- 
feited or made sick by being overfed 
on California eured fruits. Still, we 
have some difficulty in profitably dis- 
posing of the present production. and 
look forward with some tremor for a 
profitable disposition of our prospective 
increased prduction. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

AMERICAN TIN-PL/‘TE. Accorad- 
ing to the figures prepared by the Metal 
Worker, there were in the United 
States on June 30, 1899, 288 active tin- 
plate mills, an increase of 8 mills dur- 
ing the quarter. Of these mills 272. 
or nearly 95 per cent., are owned and 
operated by the American Tin Plate 
Company. There were established 
during the three months a total of 
thirteen new mills, one belonging to 
the Whittaker Iron Company of Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., while the remaining 
twelve belong to the American Tin 
Plate Company. Of the latter, three 
mills were located at Cambridge, O., 
one at Atlanta, Ind., and four at 
Monessen and Demmler, Pa. Against 
these new mills must he placed three 
mills of the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany at Cleveland, O.. and two at 
Remington, Pa., which have been, dis- 
mantled during the auqarter, leaving 
a net gain of eight mills.

The 
weather in the Northwest was favurabie, aad 
the cash cemand here was poor, but this d.d 
not discount the effect of the crop prospects, 
and in ihe last hour o strong buying move- 
ment get in, which carried prices steadily 
upward.

A certain monthly which has a subscrip- 
tion price of 25 cents a year and an adver- 
tising rate of $2 a line, keeps the followin

shaving ond complexion soap, which beauti- 
fies,’’ ete. 

The “catch is in these words: “We give 
above razors absolutely free. Send 19 cents 
silver or stamps for semple cake soop, ond 
we will send cone at once, securely boxcd, 
prepaid. Each razer made from Sheffi ld 
steel,’ ete. Of course the unpostel render 
thinks the word ‘‘one’’ @efers to the razor. 
But if, with that impression, he senis his 
1° cents. he receives merely o small cake of 
fll-smelling alleged “‘ecap,”’ which it 
‘would be a sin to use for waching a dog, 
and a poorly-printed circular on flimasy paper, 
stating that if the ‘Dear Friend’’ will send 
$2 for ten cakes of this delectable soap, 
which he can readily sell to his neightors 
for 20 cents a cake (note the price,) he will 
then receive the razor, ‘‘absolutely free.’ 

It is no woncer that the papers whi:1 pub- 
lish such ads as there are called ‘sucker 
pepers.”’ It would seem thn* the tegitirare 
odvertisers who patronize the‘r columnns must 
have te overcome considerablo prejudice cn 
aereount of being found in bod company. 

But some concerns which are presuiiiely 


| honeet seem to thirk it necessary to mike 


promises in their eéveriisements whicn tucy 
do not intend to fulfill, rely'ng on on gu- 
ou? or obscure wording to enable t’.em to 
evade the imputation of deceit. A _ recent 
megazine odvertisement of © hair restorer 
gives a very strong testimonial in wh'ch the 
writer mentions by name the three remedies, 
two liquids and a ecap, that constitute the 
“treatment.’’ The testimonial is follewed by 
a strotement that ‘a free trial of this 
tregtment will be rent on receip* of 4 cents 
in stamns.”’ But the investigator ‘receives 
onlv ep thir piece of soap, pbout the size of 
a Colurbien postare = stamp. with an 
elobornte circular urging him to wash 
head and then send $2.25 for full treatm<nt. 
If the stuff will reaily grow hair, it would 
seem that the proprietor could better afford 
to send a small eample of each remedy than 
tn enoil o good oedvertisement by noen- 
fulfillment of his promise. . 

It is always wise to ecan closely any por- 
ticularly alluring advertisement that offers 
to send articles by mail, ond if the I*nguog> 
is mt all embizuous, and not perfectly pan 
straightfarward. pay no mttention to it. 
Advertisers sre not philanthropists, end they 
never give anything of value unless they are 
sure of receiving an

MATTHEW GAGE SEEKS E. 
HOUGHTON’S DISBARMENT. 


Accuses the Attorney of Unprofes- 
sional Conduct—Interest Coupons 
of the Alessandro Irrigation Dis- 
trict Declared Nul — Hosking- 
Archuletta Case Decided. 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. 14. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Papers in what is likely to prove 
a@ sensational suit were filed here today. The 
plaintiff is Matthew Gage and the defendant 
R. B. Houghton, the San Francisco attorney. 
In his complaint Gage asks that the attorney 
be disbarred. He charges Houghton with un- 
professional conduct in the conduct of a suit 
over the title to a section of land near the 
city, in which suit Houghton was attorney 
for the defendant and Gage was the plaintiff. 
Gage charges that Houghton prepared and 
used in the trial of the case several affidavits 
knowing that the allegations set forth in 
them were false, and that in so doing he 
willfully violated his duty as an attorney to 
the detriment and loss of the plaintiff. Gage 
charges that Houghton sent photographs 
falsely pretending to represent the land in 
controversy to the Secretary of the Interior, 
with intent to deceive. The fight over the 
land, which is worth many thousands of dol- 
lars, has been on for nine years, and a great 
deal of bitter feeling has been engendered. 

MINERS WORRIED. 

Miners of this county have been greatly 
disturbed at reports published to the effect 
that locations made during the past year 
under the provisions of the national law are 
invalid. any good mining properties have 
been located and worked under the supposi- 
tion that the State mining Jaw was repealed. 
Mining men here do not know where they 
stand. Several have taken steps to relocate, 
so as to secure their rights. The loss to 
miners would be considerable in this county 
if it is finally proved that they should have 
filed their locations under the State law. 


INTEREST COUPONS VOID. 


Judgment was docketed here today in favor 
of the Alessandro Irrigation District, and 
against Ezra Stimson of Log Angeles. The 
court holds that the interest coupons of the 
district held by Stimson are null and void. 
The judgment is a sequel to a suit brought 
by the people some time ago to have the dis- 
trict set aside. The judgment affects a large 
amount of bonds, the value running up into 
the thousands. 

ARCHULETTA WINS. 

Judge Noyes handed down an opinion to- 
day in the case of Emma Hosking vs. Tomas 
Archuletta, judgment being for’ the defend- 
ant. In 188 Joe Brown of San. Bernardino 
loaned Archuletta $100 at 2 per cent. per 
month, secured by a mortgage on the west 
twenty acres of the Archuletta place, where 
Tcmas hag lived for twenty-five years. Brown 
foreclosed in 1892, and in 1895 deeded a piece 
of the property to the plaintiff in the present 
action for $3000. This property was owned by 
Archuletta at the time of the mortgage, and 
was more valuable than the piece mortgaged. 
The plaintiff demanded possession, but 
-Archuletta refused, claiming he had néver 
mortgaged this land to Brown, but that 
Brown had shifted his title obtained by fore- 
closure to this more valuable piece. Plaintiff 
brought suit in 1897 to quiet title, and the 
case has since been bitterly contested.

MEXICO. 


COMMERCIALRELATIONS BETWEEN 
THE SISTER REPUBLICS. 


Two Thousand Mormons Expected to 
Emigrate From Utah to Chihua- 
hua in September—Great Mineral 
Output—Excellent Railroad Hos- 
pital Being Built. 


CHIHUAHUA (Mex.,) 12.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] As showing 
the amount and character of a part of 
the exports from the State of Chihua- 
hua to the United States, via the port 
of El Paso, the figures given below 
will prove of interest. The consular 
reports of the State Department at 
Woshington, for the quarter ending 
March 31, 1899, show that at Ciudad 
Juarez, the principal place of export 
from Chihuahua to the United States— 
the value of the leading exports de- 
clared wes as follows: Live animals, 


$38,331; bullion; lead, $57,241; silver, 
2726; coffee, $53,625; ores, $78,334; total, 
$244,470. 


The Mexicah Central Railroad, the 
principal road in the State of Chihua- 
hua, as well as of the republic, has 
experienced @ very prosperous season 
thus far. The earnings of the road for 
the last quarter were an agreeable 
surprise to the officers. This is the 
season of the year when the earnings 
usually fall off. The business 1s there, 
but the excessive rains cause severe 
washouts and interfere with traffic. li 
is evident at this time that the deficit 
of the Mexican Central for the first 
six months of the present year will not 
exceed $50,000. The deficit for the first 
six months of 1893 was $200,000. For 
the first five months of this year, the 
road received 49 cents for Mexican 
dollars, but is now receiving 48% and 
481-3 cents. 

It is probable that over 2000 Mormons 
will emigrate from Utah to Chihuahua 
during the next few months. Condi- 
tions are peculiarly favorable to the 
growth of Mormon institutions in this 
State, as is evidenced by the very 
flourishing affairs of the Mormon col- 
onies, of which Colonia Juarez is prom- 

All of the division superintendents of 
the Mexican Central Railway have re- 
cently been in the City cf Mexico in 
reference to the contemplated new fast 
train between Chicago and the City 
ofe Mexico. Under the laws of the re- 
public, the time schedules must be ap- 
proved in advance by the Governors of 
all the States through which the route 
passes. 

According to an estimate by Presi- 
dent Robinson of the Mexican Central 
Railroad, Mexico will produce $12,- 
000,000 worth of gold this year. He 
thinks that when the richer mines of 
the republic are placed in communica- 
tion with the railways, the annual out- 
put of gold in Mexico will be from 
$25,000,000 to $30,000,000. 

Some interesting figures have been 
cempiled showing the extent of the 
tourist business from the United States 
to Mexico. During the months of 
January, February and March, 1899, 
557 people were brought into Mexixco 
in ten special trains. For transporta- 
tion of these excursionists the rail- 
roads received for passage between St. 
Louis and the City of Mexico $70,314.15. 
The whole amount paid to both rail- 
roads and sleeping-car companies was 
$130,744.65. 

The Mexican Central Railroad will 
construct a fine hospital at Aguas Cali- 
entes, Mex., where the new mechanical 
headquarters of the road wil be lo- 
cated. The structure, which will he 
209x85 feet, and handsomely equipped, 
will cost $130,000. 

The Pinos Alta Conducta recently 
brought into Chihuahua forty-five bars 
of silver. valued at $90,000. The fa- 
mous Hidalgo mine in Parral.is doing 
a fine business, and is shipping large 
consignments of ores over the Mexicon 
Central Railrond.
